BE IT REMEMBERED, that on the 16th day of May, A.D., 1977, 
George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued his 
proclamation in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, during the last several years, utility rates in Alabama 
have been constantly on the rise, and an immediate and pressing need 
exists to marshall the intelligence and cooperation of government to find 
a simpler and more effective solution to this serious and complex problem 
which is daily imposing an increased burden on the people and 
businesses in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill Number 422, granting the Governor the 
Romer to freeze or roll back utility rates, which was passed by both the 
enate and House of Representatives and sent to the Governor, was upon 
the Governor’s request for an advisory opinion on the constitutionality of 
the bill, held to be unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of Alabama; 
and it would be impossible to amend such bill to meet the constitutional 
objections set forth by the Supreme Court in its advisory opinion; and 


WHEREAS, there is a compelling need for legislation defining the 
reasonable value of a public utility’s property to be used as a rate base in 
fixing utility rates and repealing ambiguous laws in conflict therewith; to 
prohibit any further increases under a fuel or tax rate, clause, or rider, 
and to require reduction in rates under any such fuel or tax rate, clause, 
or rider until same may be cancelled after notice and hearing; to provide 
for and require refunds or repayment to customers of any utility rates or 
charges judicially held to be excessive; to provide for appeals from utility 
rate orders of the Alabama Public Service Commission directly to the 
Supreme Court; and to provide for a full and complete financial and 
performance audit and management study of the Alabama Power 
Company and Southern Services Company, Inc.; and 


WHEREAS, the ever increasing utility rates in Alabama are a 
matter of grave economic concern to consumers throughout the State of 
Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, such utility services have become necessary in this day 
and age and the customers of such utilities are dependent upon effective 
regulation and legal requirements therefor; and 


WHEREAS, there exist these extraordinary and _ special 
circumstances which compel and demand the convening of the 
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Legislature of Alabama in an extraordinary session as prescribed by 
Section 122 of the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901 in the 
public interest and for the public good. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the seat of 
Government in Montgomery, Alabama at 6:00 P.M. on Tuesday, May 17, 
1977; and I do hereby designate the following specific subjects and 
matters which I, as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted 
upon by said Legislature in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to define the reasonable value of a public utility’s 
property to be used as the rate base in fixing utility rates and to 
eliminate therefrom the amount of new investment to be added in the 
year immediately following the test period used in arriving at the value 
of such utility’s property and to provide for further considerations to be 
made by the Alabama Public Service Commission in determining the fair 
net return on such reasonable value rate base. 


2. Legislation to prohibit any utility or telephone company from 
increasing any customer’s billing through the application of any fuel or 
tax rate, clause, or rider above the level of charges included in billings on 
the effective date of such legislation. 


3. Legislation to require refunds or repayment to customers by the 
affected utility or telephone company of any utility or telephone rates or 
charges judicially held to be excessive. 


4. Legislation to provide that appeals from actions and orders of the 
Alabama Public Service Commission in cases involving public utility and 
Ee eepene rates and charges shall be taken directly to the Supreme 

ourt. 


5. Legislation to provide for a full and complete financial and 
performance audit and management study of the Alabama Power 
Company and Southern Services Company, Inc. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, and caused the Great Seal to be affixed, and 
caused the Secretary of State to attest this Proclamation at the Capitol in 
the City of Montgomery, on the 16th day of May 1977.

RESOLUTION 


Messrs. Jones and Gilmore offered the following Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 3. CREATING A COMMITTEE FOR STUDYING THE 
Pee PERSONNEL BOARD AND THE RULES AND REGULATIONS 
THEREOF. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
legislative committee to be composed of three members of the Senate, to be 
appointed by the President of the Senate and three members of the House to 
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be appointed by the Speaker of the House, to study the State Personnel Board 
and the rules and regulations thereof. 


As soon as practicable after their appointment, members of the commit- 
tee shall meet and appoint a chairman and vice chairman from among their 
number. Thereafter the committee shall meet upon the call of its chairman. 


It shall be the duty of the committee to study all aspects of the State 
Personnel Board which study shall include but shall not be limited to the 
determination of the need, if any, to increase the membership of the board 
and to determine if all state departments and employees are being treated 
fairly and impartially by the board. 


Members of the committee shall be entitled to their regular pay and per 
diem expenses, including mileage, for each day in which they are actually 
engaged in committee work. Such pay and expenses shall be paid out of any 
available funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, up to $3,500.00. 


The committee shall report its findings, conclusions and recommenda- 
tions to the legislature as soon as practicable, but not later than the fifteenth 
legislative day of the next regular session, whereupon the committee shall be 
dissolved. Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


STATEMENT OF PRESIDING OFFICER 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate requested that the 
Journal show that, had the Senate been in Session prior to 5 o'clock on the 
First Legislative Day, the bills in the utility package would have been 
introduced at that time; however, under the provisions of the 5 o’clock rule, no 
business can be transacted after that hour for the first six legislative days ofa 
special session.

To abolish the public service commission and to establish in lieu 
thereof the public service board; to provide for the membership of the board, 
their appointment, terms, compensation, duties, powers and to prohibit them 
from seeking or holding public office within one year after leaving the board; 
and to repeal conflicting laws.

S. 2. To provide a state scholarship program to promote the post bac- 
calaureate education of graduate nurses in graduate nursing programs con- 
ducted by accredited schools of nursing in Alabama, and making appropria- 
tions therefor.

S. 3. To provide for county law libraries in each county, and for the 
personnel, space, funding, operation, and maintenance thereof, making said 
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law libraries part of a loose network with the other law libraries in the state 
for their mutual benefit; permitting present county law libraries to come 
under the provisions of this act if they elect to do so.

To vest regulatory authority over hazardous waste manage- 
ment in the State Board of Health; to authorize the Board to accept and 
administer lands to be used as disposal sites for hazardous wastes; to vest 
perpetual responsibility for such sites in the State; to establish the Hazard- 
ous Wastes Technical Advisory Committee; to place certain responsibilities 
for hazardous waste management upon the Board; to empower the Board to 
develop and revise criteria for identifying hazardous wastes and to list such 
wastes; to empower the Board to adopt and revise rules and regulations 
guidelines, criteria and standards; to require permits for hazardous waste 
management practices and establish procedures for such permitting; to re- 
quire generators of hazardous wastes to dispose of such wastes in an approved 
manner; to place certain responsibilities upon generators of hazardous 
wastes, transporters of hazardous wastes and operators of hazardous waste 
storage and treatment facilities and disposal sites; to require the use of a 
manifest; to require the reporting of wastes generated by the generator; to 
provide for penalties and remedies; to provide for administration and en- 
forcement; to allow appeal; and to establish the Hazardous Wastes Manage- 
ment Fund and to make appropriations therefrom.

8. 17. Torequire the State Building Commission to adopt, promulgate 
and enforce a state building code which contains energy conservation mea- 
sures; to provide that said code is to be used in all future construction or 
remodeling of buildings which are constructed with state appropriated funds.

S. 18. To revamp and restructure the Public Service Commission by 
providing for an increase in the membership of said Commission; to prescribe 
the terms of office and election of the members so as not to alter or affect the 
terms of the present members; to authorize said Commission to employ 
certain technically qualified personnel and certain special investigators; to 
provide that the Attorney General shall assign certain members of his staff to 
represent the consumer in certain proceeding before said Commission; and to 
further amend Act No. 21, H. 28, Special Session of the Legislature 1969 
(Acts 1969, p. 46), as amended, which act levied a tax on the gross receipts of 
utilities so as to earmark a certain portion of the proceeds from such tax to 
implement the provisions of this act.

Relating to the powers and duties of the public service commis- 
sion; prescribing procedures for changing certain electric utility rates and 
other charges; requiring electric utilities to file with such commission 
monthly reports as to coal purchases, disclosure of affiliations with or of such 
electric utilities and certain other information; specifying the contents of 
such reports; relating to the commission’s duties with respect to coal pur- 
chases, and authorizing release of such reports to the public; authorizing the 
commission to obtain certain information outside the state in certain in- 
stances; requiring the commission, in certain cases, to hold a full public 
hearing before allowing an electric utility to increase, directly or indirectly, 
the price charged for electricity due to certain increased fuel costs; limiting 
the application of such requirement to the happening of certain contingen- 
cies; authorizing the commission to permit such increases in the cost of 
electric energy because of an increase in the fuel costs only after making a 
written determination that such increases are fair, just and reasonable and 
reflect certain good faith management and certain sound business policy 
decisions; limiting such increases in certain instances; permitting certain 
Sale eee increases to go into effect under bond pending a certain hearing 
and decision; giving certain criteria and rules which the commission must 
apply in determining whether certain requested increases in allowable fuel 
costs are fair, just and reasonable; providing for a certain notice of hearing to 
the general public; defining certain terms requiring the commission to con- 
duct annual audits of such utilities and to obtain and use certain information 
on fuel and fuel costs and repealing all conflicting statutes.

Sections 12 and 18 of Act No. 999, H. 188, Regular Session 
1969 (Acts 1969, p. 1855), now appearing in Code of Alabama 1940, Recom- 
piled 1958, Title 55, Section 475 (48), are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 12. Death Benefits. Each member shall be issued a certificate by 
the board in which the board shall agree to pay to a beneficiary to be 
designated by such member, upon his death while an active member, a 
stipulated amount based upon the number of months of membership service 
and to be conditioned upon the satisfaction of all obligations of the member to 
the fund, a lump sum amount of $2,500.00 as follows: (a) For less than 36 
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months of membership service the sum of $500.00, (b) for membership service 
of 36 months through 47 months, the sum of $600.00, (c) for membership 
service of 48 months through 59 months, the sum of $800.00, (d) and for 
membership service of 60 months or more, the sum of $1,000.00. If any 
member is killed in the line of duty, there shall be paid to his beneficiary or 
estate, all membership fees paid by such member into the fund. Such repay- 
ment of membership fees shall be in addition to the death benefit hereinabove 
provided. The board shall pay to the beneficiary of a member upon his death 
while an active member a refund pursuant to Section 14 hereof.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Governor is hereby empowered and directed to cause to 
be performed a full and complete audit and management study of the 
Alabama Power Company and the Southern Services Company, Inc. and, if 
deemed by the Governor to be necessary in connection with such audit and 
study, an audit and study of any parent, affiliated, and subsidiary companies 
t either utility specified in this section, within the guidelines set forth in this 

ct. 


Section 2. The Governor shall appoint three persons who are citizens 
of Alabama and who, in the opinion of the Governor, are knowledgeable in 
the fields of finance, accounting, management, and business regulation as a 
committee to be named the Committee on Public Utilities. The Committee 
shall exercise the powers, duties, and responsibilities specified in this Act. 
The Committee shall adopt its own rules of procedure for the conduct and 
transaction of its business. The Committee shall select its chairman. The 
members of the Committee shall serve without compensation but shall re- 
ceive actual and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their 
official committee duties. 


Section 3. The audit and study required in Section 1 of this Act shall be 
performed by a competent audit and management firm with a recognized 
national reputation in the field of financial audits and management studies 
and shall be completed within a period of twelve months beginning on a date 
determined by the Governor, but not later than ninety (90) days after the 
effective date of this Act.

any order that the Alabama Public Service Commission can issue under Title

The Public Service Commission established by Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 48, Section 1 is hereby reorganized and restructured so 
as to consist of five (5) members who shall be residents and qualified electors 
of this state. Two additional members of said Commission shall be elected 
from the state at large at the general election in 1978 for terms as prescribed 
by law and those members of said Commission serving when this act becomes 
effective shall serve out the terms for which they have been elected members 
of the Commission. The persons elected to fill said offices shall enter upon the 
discharge of their respective duties on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January after their election, and shall continue to hold such office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. On this same day, and every 
two years thereafter, said Commission shall meet in an organizational ses- 
sion for the purpose of drawing lots to select a chairman. In the event that the 
chair should become vacant, an emergency organizational session shall be 
called by the Governor, not later than thirty days after said chair has become 
vacant, for the purpose of selecting a chairman to serve for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. 


Section 2. The Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
employ technically qualified personnel to serve as members of its staff and 
under its direction and supervision including but not limited to an accoun- 
tant, a utility rates analyst, an economist and such other experts as the 
Commission may determine to be necessary in the proper discharge of the 
Commission’s duties as prescribed by law. 


Section 3. The Commission shall employ such stenographic and other 
clerical assistance, and special investigators, as it may require for the per- 
formance of its duties. Provided, however, that such assistants and inves- 
peers shall be employed subject to the provisions of the state merit system 

aw. 


Section 4. In addition to such staff assistants and investigators, the 
Attorney General shall assign an assistant attorney general and such staff 
attorneys as may be necessary to the handling of matters and proceedings 
before the Commission, who shall be under the direction of the Attorney 
General. Such assistant attorney general shall be assigned the duty and 
responsibility, when the Attorney General deems it to be advisable in the 
peruse interest, of intervening in proceedings before the Commission on 

ehalf of the using and consuming public, including utility users generally 
and agencies of the State, such appearances including, but not being limited 
to, rate applications, rate changes and curtailments of service. Such assistant 
attorney general shall also have the authority to institute and originate 
proceedings before the Commission in the name of the State, its agencies and 
citizens, in all matters within the jurisdiction of the Commission, and shall 
have authority to appear before such other State and federal agencies and 
courts as he deems advisable on behalf of the State and its agencies and 
citizens in all matters precting: public utility services. He shall have the 
assistance and cooperation of the Commission’s staff, when available, and 
access to the Commission’s books, records, studies and reports. In the perfor- 
mance of the duties set forth in this section the Attorney General shall have 
the right to employ additional attorneys, expert witnesses and office and 
clerical help and to incur expenses in connection therewith, and the compen- 
sation and expenses therefor shall be paid from the Consumer’s Utility Rate 
Hearing Fund as provided for in Section 6 hereof. The Commission shall 
furnish the Attorney General with copies of all applications, petitions and 
pleadings filed with it by public utilities doing business in this State or by any 
other persons in matters affecting the duties under this section. 
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Section 5. It shall be the duty and responsibility of the Commission’s 
staff to make economic and financial studies and surveys of the public utility 
services in the state and evaluations of future needs for such services and to 
compile financial and economic data, statistics and analysis on such services. 
Such information shall be kept on file for reference by the Commission. 


Section 6. Section 8 of Act No. 21, H. 28, Special] Session of the Legisla- 
ture 1969 [Acts 1969, p. 46; now appearing in Code of Alabama, Recompiled 
1958, Title 51, Sections 188 (1-9)], as amended, is hereby amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 8. The first $400,000 of the proceeds from All all taxes or 
other funds received or collected by the department of revenue of the state of

Section 4. The court shall review the case upon the certified record or 
transcript of the Commission and no new or additional evidence shall be 
introduced or oral testimony heard, but the court may, in advance of its 
judgment, remand the cause to the Commission for the purpose of taking 
additional testimony or other proceedings, but, in no event, shall any 
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testimony be received, on remand, relating to a period beyond the test period 
used by the Commission in its order. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and supplemental

inconsistency. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 19 of Act No. 248 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1945 (General Acts of 1945, p. 376 et seq.), be and the same 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 19. Leaves of absence. All permanent employees who have 
held regular full time positions under the jurisdiction of this Act for one year 
and less than twelve (12) years, shall be allowed an annual vacation with pa 
at the rate of one work day per month of service not to exceed twelve (12) wor 
days vacation; regular full time employees with twelve (12) years to twenty- 
five (25) years full time service shall be allowed an annual vacation with pay 
at the rate of one and one-half (1 %) work days per month of service not to 
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exceed eighteen (18) days vacation per year; and regular full time employees 
with twenty-five (25) years service or more shall be allowed two (2) work days 
for each month of service not to exceed twenty-four (24) days vacation with 
pay per year. Such vacation allowance shall be cumulative, not to exceed 
forty (40) work days; provided however, that no vacation allowed any 
employee shall exceed five (5) calendar weeks in any calendar year. 


“For the purpose of computing vacation allowance and sick leave, each 
period of seven (7) days, excluding holidays, shall be considered as containing 
five (5) work days, irrespective of the number of days the employee would 
normally be on duty. In computing vacation for any person hereunder, in 
addition to the period for which such person has been employed by the county 
or city for which he works at the time of the computation, there shall be 
included the following periods of employment: (1) The period such person 
worked at the county courthouse, or any branch thereof, while employed by 
the state or any agency or board of the state, provided that while such person 
was so employed his position with the state, or state agency or board, was 
made subject to the county-wide civil service law through the adoption or 
amendment of this or any previous act establishing a county-wide civil 
service system; and (2) The period during which such person worked at the 
county courthouse, or any branch thereof, while employed by the state or any 
agency or board were confined within the territorial limita of the county, and 
provided further that his employment with the county or with some munici- 
pality thereof commenced simultaneously with the cessation of his employ- 
ment by the state or by the state agency or board. 


“The time for such vacation shall be determined by the appointing 
authority except that the employee, if a vacation has not been allowed him 
during the calendar year, may demand that he be given a vacation not 
exceeding twelve (12) working days. 


“No person who has accumulated the maximum amount of vacation days 
shall forfeit any such vacation due to the inability of an appointing authority 
to grant vacation and shall be paid for such excess days as would be forfeited 
at his regular rate of pay. An appointing authority shall not require an 
employee to forfeit his vacation allowance as punishment for improper be- 
havior, in lieu of imposing upon such employee a suspension without pay as 
provided in Section 22 of the Act. Employees who resign in good standing or 
who are preted from the service without fault or delinquency on their part 
shall be allowed credit for vacation earned. Any employee who is dismissed 
for cause shall not forfeit vacation allowances. 


“The rules and regulations shall contain provisions for granting perma- 
nent employees sick leave with pay and for leave without pay, consistent with 
progressive personnel practice; provided however, that any permanent 
employee shall, upon retirement or termination in good standing after five 
(5) years of service, be entitled to receive payment for fifty percent (50%) of 
his accrued and unused sick leave at the time of his retirement or termination 
and all such payments shall be made at the same rate as his regular pay. At 
the time of said retirement or termination said payment shall not exceed 
sixty (60) days.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 185, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 185. Employer. - “Employer,” as used in this chapter prior to 
January 1, 1972, 1978, shall mean any employing unit which was so defined 
by this section prior to such date. After December 31, 1971, 1977, “employer,” 
as used in this chapter means: 


A. Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, any employing unit 
which after December 31, 1971, 1977, 


(1) in any calendar quarter in either the current or preceding calendar 
year paid for service in employment wages of $1,500 or more, or 


(2) for same portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar weeks, 
whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the current or the 
preceding calendar year, had in employment at least one individual (irre- 
spective of whether the same individual was in employment in each such 

ay). 
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B. Any employing unit which, having become an employer under this 
chapter, has not under sections 224 and 225 of this title chapter ceased to be 
an employer subject to this chapter. 


C. For the effective period of its election pursuant to section 225 hereof 
any other employing unit which has elected to become fully subject to this 
chapter. 


D. Any employing unit other than described in subsection J of this 
section (whether or not an employing unit at the time of acquisition) which 
(1) acquired the organization, trade, or business, or substantially all the 
assets thereof, of another employing unit which at the time of such acquisi- 
tion was an employer subject to this chapter; or (2) acquired a segregable 
part of the organization, trade, or business of another employing unit which 
at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject to this chapter; 
provided that such segregable part would have been an employer subject. to 
me chapter if such part had constituted its entire organization, trade of 

usiness. 


E. Any employing unit which acquires the organization, trade or busi- 
ness, or substantially all of the assets thereof of another employing unit (not 
an employer subject to this chapter) and which, if the employment record of 
such employing unit subsequent to such acquisition together with the 
employment record of the acquired unit prior to such acquisition, both within 
the same calendar year, would be sufficient to constitute an employing unit 
an employer subject to this chapter. 


F. Any employing unit not an employer by reason of any other para- 
graph of this section (1) for which, within either the current or preceding 
calendar year, service is or was performed with respect to which such employ- 
ing unit is held liable by the federal government for any federal tax against 
which credit may be taken for contributions required to be paid into a state 
unemployment fund; or (2) which, as a condition for approval of this Act for 
full tax credit against the tax imposed by the Federal Uneniployment Tax 
Act, is required, pursuant to such Federal Unemployment Tax Act, to be an 
“employer” under this Act. 


G. Any employing unit for which service in employment as defined in 
subsection 186B(1) is performed after December 31, 1971, or for which service 
in employment as defined in subsection 186 B(2) of this chapter is performed 
after December 31, 1977, provided, however, that such service is not excluded 
from the definition of “employment” by any of the provisions of subsection 
186 K of this chapter. 


H. Any employing unit for which service in employment as defined in 
section 186 C is performed after December 31, 1971. 


I. For purposes of this section, if any week includes both December 31, 
and January 1, the days of that week up to January 1, shall be deemed one 
calendar week and the days beginning January 1 another such week. Any 
employing unit for which agricultural labor as defined in subsection 186 K(1) 
of this chapter is performed after December 31, 1977, but only if the provi- 
sions of subsection 186 D(1) of this chapter are met. 


J. Any employing unit for which domestic service in employment as 
defined in subsection 186 D(2) of this chapter is performed after December 31, 
1977. 
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K. (1) In determining whether or not an employing unit for which 
service other than domestic service is also performed is an employer under 
this section other than under subsection J of this section, the wages earned or 
the employment of an employee performing domestic service after December 
31, 1977, shall not be taken into account. 


(2) In determining whether or not an employing unit for which service 
other than agricultural labor is also performed is an employer under this 
section other than under subsections G and I of this section, the wages earned 
or the employment of an employee performing service in agricultural labor 
after December 31, 1977, shall not be taken into account. If an employing unit 
is determined an employer of agricultural labor, such employing unit shall be 
determined an employer for the purposes of subsection A of this section. 


(3) The provisions of paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection not- 
withstanding for the purposes of sections 201, 202, 203 and 204 of this 
chapter, any employing unit which is or becomes subject to the provisions of 
any subsection of this section other than subsections I or J shall, upon 
becoming subject to subsections I or J or if at the time of becoming subject to 
any other subsection is already subject to I or J, be a single employing unit. 


L. For the purposes of this section, if any week includes both December 
31 and January 1, the days of that week up to January 1 shall be deemed one 
calendar week and the days beginning January 1 another such week.” 


Section 2. Subsections A, B, C, D and E of Section 186, Title 26, 
chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended are hereby amended to 
read: 


“§ 186. Employment. - Subject to other provisions of this chapter 
“employment” means: 


A. Any service performed prior to January 1, 1972, 1978, which was 
employment as defined in this section prior to such date and subject to the 
other provisions of this section, services performed for remuneration after 
December 31, 1971, 1977, including service in interstate commerce, by - 


(1) Any officer of a corporation; or 


(2) Any individual who, under the usual common law rules applicable 
in determining the employer-employee relationship, has the status of an 
employee; or 


(3) Any individual other than an individual who is an employee under 
paragraph (1) or (2) who performs services for remuneration for any person - 


(a) As an agent-driver or commission-driver engaged in distributing 
meat products, bakery products, beverages (other than milk), or laundry or 
dry cleaning services for his principal; 


(b) Asa traveling or city salesman engaged upon a full-time basis in 
the solicitation on behalf of, and the transmission to, his principal (except for 
sideline sales activities on behalf of some other person) of orders from 
wholesalers, retailers, contractors, or operators of hotels, restaurants, or 
other similar establishments for merchandise for resale or supplies for use in 
their business operations; 


Provided, that for purposes of paragraph A (3) of subsection A the term 
“employment” shall include services described in (a) and (b) above performed 
after December 31, 1971, only if: 
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(i) The contract of service contemplates that substantially all of the 
services are to be performed personally by such individual; 


(ii) The individual does not have a substantial investment in facilities 
used in connection with the performance of the services (other than in 
facilities for transportation); and 


(iii) The services are not in the nature of a single transaction that is not 
part of a continuing relationship with the person for whom the services are 
rendered. 


B. (1) Service performed after December 31, 1971, but prior to 
January 1, 1978, by an individual in the employ of this State or any of its 
instrumentalities or political subdivisions or their instrumentalities (or in 
the employ of any of the foregoing and one or more other States of their 
instrumentalities or political subdivisions) for a hospital or institution of 
higher education located in this State provided that such service is excluded 
from “employment” as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely 
by reason of Section 3306 (c) (7) of that Act and is not excluded from “employ- 
ment” under subsection D K of this section and provided further that such 
service in the employ of a political subdivision or any of its instrumentalities 
shall be deemed to be “employment” within the meaning of this chapter only 
if said political subdivision or its instrumentalities has elected to become an 
employer subject to this chapter pursuant to section 225 of this title chapter 
for all such service in the employ of the political subdivision and its in- 
strumentalities and has not ceased to be an employer subject hereto pursuant 
to section 224 or section 225 of this title chapter; and 


(2) Service performed after December 31, 1977, in the employ of this 
State or any of its instrumentalities or of any political subdivision thereof or 
any of its instrumentalities or any instrumentality of more than one of the 
foregoing or any instrumentality of any one of the foregoing or one or more 
other State or political subdivisions, provided that such service is excluded 
from “employment” as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act by 
section 3306 (c) (7) of that Act and is not excluded from “employment” under 
subsection K of this section. 


For the purposes of this chapter, the term “governmental entity” in 
reference to this State is defined as the entirety of State government but for 
the purposes of reporting, accounting or other administrative procedures 
such entity shall be divided into each department, agency, board, commission 
and any other separately organized division or instrumentality of this State. 
The Comptroller of this State shall make such payments to the director as are 
required by the other provisions of this chapter as they pertain to the various 
organizational components of the state. The Comptroller is hereby au- 
thorized to require of such components such payments as are necessary to 
discharge his responsibilities and shall enforce such payments under the 
provisions of section 201 F of this chapter. 


The term “governmental entity” in reference to any political subdivision 
is defined as each county and its instrumentalities and each municipality and 
its instrumentalities, except that each instrumentality of a political subdivi- 
sion which is separately incorporated or otherwise removed from the control 
of the governing body of the political subdivision shall be a separate gov- 
ernmental entity. Instrumentalities organized and operated jointly by any 
combination of two or more of the aforementioned entities shall be considered 
as constituting a separate governmental entity.

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C. Service performed after December 31, 1971, by an individual in the 
employ of a religious, charitable, educational or other organization but only if 
the following conditions are met: 


(1) The service is excluded from “employment” as defined in the Fed- 
eral Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 3306 (c) (8) of that 
Act, and is not excluded from Memoloviient under paragraphs (8) and (21) of 
subsection D K of this section; and 


(2) The organization had four or more individuals in employment for 
some portion of a day in each of 20 different weeks, whether or not such weeks 
were consecutive, within either the current or preceding calendar year, 
regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment of time. 


D. (1) Service performed after December 31, 1977, by an individual in 
agricultural labor as defined in paragraph K(1) of this section when: 


(a) such service is performed for an employing unit which 


(i) during any calendar quarter in either the current or the preceding 
calendar year paid remuneration in cash of $20,000 or more to individuals 
employed in agricultural labor (not taking into account service in agricul- 
tural labor performed before January 1, 1980, by an alien referred to in 
subparagraph (b) of this paragraph), or 


(ii) for some portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar weeks, 
whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the current or the 
preceding calendar year, employed in agricultural labor (not taking into 
account service in Bericuleual labor performed before January 1, 1980, by an 
alien referred to in subparagraph (b) of this paragraph) 10 or more individu- 
als, regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment of time. 


(b) For the purposes of this paragraph such service is not considered to 
be performed in agricultural labor if performed before January 1, 1980, by an 
individual who is an alien admitted to the United States to perform service in 
agricultural labor pursuant to sections 214(c) and 101(a)(15)(H) of the Im- 
migration and Nationality Act. 

(c) For the purposes of this paragraph any individual! who is a member 
of a crew furnished by a crew leader to perform service in agricultural labor 
for any other person shall be treated as an employee of such crew leader - 


(i) if such crew leader holds a valid certificate of registration under the 
Farm Labor Contractor Registration Act of 1963; or substantially all the 
members of such crew operate or maintain tractors, mechanized harvesting 
or cropdusting equipment, or any other mechanized equipment, which is 
provided by such crew leader; and 


(ii) ifsuch individual is not an employee of any other person within the 
meaning of subsection A of this section. 


(d) Forthe purposes of this subsection, in the case of any individual who 
is furnished by a crew leader to perform service in agricultural labor for any 
other person and who is not treated as an employee of such crew leader under 
subparagraph (c) - 


(i) such other person and not the crew leader shall be treated as the 
employer of such individual; and 


(ii) such other person shall be treated as having paid cash remunera- 
tion to such individual in an amount equal to the amount of cash remunera- 
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tion paid to such individual by the crew leader (either on his own behalf or on 
the behalf of such other person) for the service in agricultural labor per- 
formed for such other person. 


(e) For the purposes of this paragraph, the term “crew leader” shall 
mean an individual who - 


(i) furnishes individuals to perform service in agricultural labor for 
any other persons. 


(ii) pays (either on his own behalf or on behalf of such other person) the 
individuals so furnished by him for the service in agricultural labor per- 
formed by them and 


(iii) has not entered into a written agreement with the farm operator 
under which such crew leader is designated as an employee of such farm 
operator. 


(2) Domestic service after December 31, 1977, in a private home, local 
college club or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority performed for a 
person who paid cash remuneration of $1,000 or more in any calendar quarter 
in the current calendar year or the preceding calendar year to individuals 
employed in such domestic service. 


For the purposes of this section the term “domestic service” includes all 
service for a person in the operation and maintenance of a private household, 
local college club or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority as distin- 
guished from service as an employee in the pursuit of an employer’s trade, 
occupation, profession, enterprise, or vocation. 


E. The term “employment” shall include the service of an individual 
who is a citizen of the United States, performed outside the United States 
after December 31, 1971 (except in Canada or in the case of the Virgin Islands 
after December 31, 1971, and prior to January 1 of the year following the year 
in which the U. S. Secretary of Labor approves the Unemployment Compen- 
sation Law of the Virgin Islands under Section 3304 (a) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954) after December 1, 1971, in the employ of an American 
employer (other than service which is deemed “employment” under the 
provisions of subsections H or I of this section or the parallel provisions of 
another state’s law), if: 


(1) The employer’s principal place of business in the United States is 
located in this state; or 


(2) The employer has no place of business in the United States, but 
(a) The employer is an individual who is a resident of this state; or 


(b) The employer is a corporation which is organized under the laws of 
this state; or 


(c) The employer is a partnership or a trust and the number of the 
partners or trustees who are residents or this state is greater than the 
number who are residents of any other state; or 


(3) None of the criteria of paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection is 
met but the employer has elected coverage in this state, or the employer 
having failed to elect coverage in any state, the individual has filed a claim 
for benefits, based on such service, under the law of this state. 
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(4) An“American employer,” for the purposes of this subsection, means 
a person who is 


(a) An individual who is a resident of the United States; or 


(b) A partnership if two-thirds or more of the partners are residents of 
the United States; or 


(c) A trust, if all of the trustees are residents of the United States; or 


(d) A corporation organized under the laws of the United States or of 
any state. 


(5) For the purposes of this subsection the term “United States” in- 
cludes the States, the District of Columbia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico, and in the case of the Virgin Islands after December 31 of the year in 
which the U.S. Secretary of Labor approves the Virgin Islands Law for the 

irst time.” 


Section 3. Subsections G and H of Section 186, Title 26, Chapter 4, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, are hereby amended to read: 


“§ 186 G. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, service 
with respect to which a tax is required to be paid under any Federal law 
imposing a tax against which credit may be taken for contributions required 
to be paid into a state unemployment fund or which as a condition for full tax 
credit against the tax imposed by the Federal Unemployment Tax Act is 
required to be covered under this act. 


H. Subject to the other provisions of this section, the term “employ- 
ment” shall include an employee’s entire service, performed within or both 
within and without this state if - 


(1) The service is localized in this state, or 


(2) The service is not localized in any state but some of the service is 
performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if there is no base of 
operations, then the place from which such service is directed or controlled is 
in this state; or the base of operations or place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is not in any state in which some part of the service is 
performed but the employee’s residence is in this state. 


(3) Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if the service is 
performed entirely within such state; or the service is performed both within 
and without such state, but the service performed without such state is 
incidental to the employee’s service within the state; for example, is tempor- 
ary or transitory in nature or consists of isolated transactions. 


(4) The service shall be deemed to be localized in this state wherever 
such service is performed within the United States, as defined in paragraph 
(5) of subsection E of this section, the Virgin Islands or Canada if such service 
is not covered under the unemployment compensation law of any other state, 
as defined in Section 188, the Virgin Islands or Canada and the place from 
which such service is directed or controlled is in this state.” 


Section 4. Subsections K, L, M, N and O of Section 186, Title 26, 
Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, are hereby amended to 
read: 


“§ 186 K. The term “employment” shall not include - 
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(1) Except as provided in subsection 186 D(1) of this section, service 
performed by an individual in agricultural] labor. For purposes of this subsec- 
tion chapter, the term “agricultural labor” means any service performed 
prior to January 1, 1972, 1978, which was agricultural labor as defined in this 
section prior to such date, and remunerated service performed after De- 
cember 31, 1971, 1977, if such service was performed. 


(a) ona farm, in the employ of any employing unit, in connection with 
cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or harvesting any agricul- 
tural or horticultural commodity, including the raising, shearing, feeding, 
caring for, training, and management of livestock, bees, poultry, and furbear- 
ing animals and wildlife. 


(b) in the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of a farm, in 
connection with the operation, management, conservation, improvement or 
maintenance of such farm and its tools and equipment, or in salvaging timber 
or clearing land of brush and other debris left by a hurricane, if the major part 
of such service is performed on a farm. 


(c) in connection with the production or harvesting of any commodity 
defined as an agricultural commodity in Section 15 (g) of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act, as amended (46 Stat. 1550, Sec. 3; 12 U.S.C. 1141 j) or in 
connection with the ginning of cotton, or in connection with the operation or 
maintenance of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or waterways, not owned or oper- 
ated for profit, used exclusively for supplying and storing water for farming 
purposes. 


(d) inthe employ of the operator of a farm, a group of operators of farms 
(or a cooperative organization of which such operators are members) in 
handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, processing, freezing, grad- 
ing, storing, or delivering to storage or to market or to a carrier for transpor- 
tation to market, in its unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horticul- 
tural commodities; but only if such o rator or group of operators (or a 
cooperative organization of which such operators are members) produced 
more than one-half of the commodity with respect to which such service is 
performed. Provided however, the provisions of this paragraph shall not be 
deemed to be applicable with respect to service performed in connection with 
commercial canning or commercial freezing or in connection with any ag- 
ricultural or horticultural commodity after its delivery to a terminal market 
for distribution for consumption. 


(e) ona farm operated for profit if such service is not in the course of the 
employer’s trade or business. or is domestic service in a private home of the 
employer. 


As used in this section, the term “farm” includes stock, dairy, poultry, 
fruit, fur-bearing animal, and truck farms, plantations, ranches, nurseries, 
ranges, greenhouses or other similar structures used primarily for the rais- 
ing of agricultural or horticultural commodities, and orchards. 


(2) Prior to January 1, 1978, domestic services in a private home, local 
college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority and after 
December 31, 1977, if the provisions of subsection 186 D(2) of this section are 
not met. 


(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s trade or 
business performed after December 31, 1971, in any calendar quarter by an 
individual, unless the cash remuneration paid for such service is $50 or more 
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and such service is performed by an individual who is regularly employed by 
such employing unit to perform such service. For the purposes of this para- 
graph, an individual shall be deemed to be regularly employed to perform 
service not in the course of an employing unit’s trade or business during a 
calendar quarter only if (a) on each of some twenty-four days during such 
quarter such individual performs such service for some portion of the day, or 
(b) such individual was regularly employed (as determined under clause (a)) 
by such employing unit in the performance of such service during the preced- 
ing calendar quarter. 


(4) Service performed by an individual in the employ of his son, daugh- 
ter, or spouse, and service performed by a child under the age of 21 in the 
employ of his father or mother. 


(5) Prior to January 1, 1978, except to the extent set forth in subsection 
B of this section service performed in the employ of this state, or any political 
subdivision thereof, or of any instrumentality of this state or its political 
subdivisions. 


(6) Prior to January 1, 1978, except as provided in subsection B, service 
performed in the employ of any other state or any political subdivisions 
thereof, or any instrumentality of any one or more of the foregoing which is 
wholly owned by one or more such states or political subdivisions; and any 
service performed in the employ of any instrumentality of any one or more 
other states or their political subdivisions to the extent that the instrumen- 
tality is, with respect to such service, immune, under the Constitution of the 
United States from the tax imposed by Section 3301 of the Federal Internal 
Revenue Code. 


(7) Service performed in the employ of the United States government or 
of an instrumentality wholly owned by the United States; except that if the 
Congress of the United States shall permit states to require any instrumen- 
talities of the United States to make payments into an unemployment fund 
under this chapter, then to the extent permitted by Congress and from and 
after the date as of which such permission becomes effective, all of the 
provisions of this chapter shall be applicable to such instrumentalities and to 
services performed by employees for such instrumentalities in the same 
manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms as to all other employers 
and employing units, provided, however, if this state should not be certified 
by the Secretary of Labor under Section 3304 (c) of the Federal Internal 
Revenue Code for any year, then the payment required of such instrumental- 
ity with nie eat to such year shall be deemed to have been erroneously 
collected within the meaning of Article 3 of this chapter and shall be refunded 
by the Director from the fund in accordance with the provisions of section 243 
of this chapter. 


(8) Except to the extent set forth in subsection C of this section service 
performed in the employ of a corporation, community chest, fund, or founda- 
tion, organized and operated exclusively for religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary or educational purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to children or 
animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any 
private shareholder or individual, and no substantial part of the activities of 
wed is carrying on propaganda, or otherwise attempting to influence legis- 

ation. 


(9) Service performed after June 30, 1939, with respect to which un- 
employment compensation is payable under the Railroad Unemployment 
Insurance Act of Congress (52 Stat. 1094, as amended) and services with 
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respect to which unemployment compensation is payable under any other 
unemployment compensation system established by an act of Congress; pro- 
vided that the Director is hereby authorized and directed to enter into 
agreements with the proper agencies under such act or acts of Congress, 
which agreements shall become effective ten days after publication thereof in 
the manner provided in section 228 of this chapter for general rules to provide 
reciprocal treatment to individuals who have, after acquiring potential 
rights to benefits under this chapter acquired rights to unemployment com- 
pensation under such act or acts of Congress, or who have, after acquiring 
potential rights to unemployment compensation under such act or acts of 
Congress, acquired rights to benefits under this chapter. 


(10) Service performed by an individual as an insurance agent or as an 
insurance solicitor, if all such service performed by such individual is per- 
formed for remuneration solely by way of commission. 


(11) Service performed, in the employ ofa school, college, or university, 
if such service is performed (a) by a student who is enrolled and is regularly 
attending classes at such school, college or university, or (b) by the spouse of 
such a student, if such spouse is advised at the time such spouse commences to 
perform such service, that (i) the employment of such spouse to perform such 
service is provided under a program to provide financial assistance to such 
student by such school, college or university, and (ii) such employment will 
not be covered by any program of unemployment insurance. 


(12) Service performed by an individual under the age of 22 who is 
enrolled at a non-profit or public educational institution which normally 
maintains a regular faculty and curriculum and normally has a regularly 
organized body of students in attendance at the place where its educational 
activities are carried on as a student in a full-time program, taken for credit 
at such institution, which combines academic instruction with work experi- 
ence, if such service is an integral part of such program, and such institution 
has so certified to the employer, except this paragraph shall not apply to 
service performed in a program established for or on behalf of an employer or 
group of employers. 


(13) Service performed in the employ of a hospital, if such service is 
performed by a patient of the hospital as defined in subsection MN, or service 
performed as a student nurse in the employ of a hospital or a nurses’ training 
school by an individual who is enrolled and is regularly attending classes ina 
nurses’ training school chartered or approved pursuant to state laws; and 
service performed as an intern in the employ of a hospital by an individual 
who has completed a four-year’s course in a medical school chartered or 
approved pursuant to state law. 


(14) Service performed by an individual under the age of eighteen in 
the delivery or distribution of newspapers or shopping news, not including 
delivery or distribution to any point for subsequent delivery or distribution. 


(15) Except as provided in subsections B and C, any employment or 
service which is excluded by the express statutory provisions of Section 3306 
of the Federal Internal Revenue Code as amended. 


(16) Service performed by an officer or member of the crew of a vessel 
which is not an American vessel. The term “American vessel” means any 
vessel documented or numbered under the law of the United States; and 
includes any vessel which is neither documented nor numbered under the 
laws of the United States nor documented under the laws of any foreign 
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country, if its crew is employed solely by one or more citizens or residents of 
the United States or corporations organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state. 


(17) Service performed by an individual in (or as an officer or member 
of the crew of a vessel while it is engaged in) the catching, taking, harvesting, 
cultivating or farming of any kind of fish, shellfish, crustacea, sponges, 
seaweeds, or other aquatic forms of animal and vegetable life (includin 
service performed by any such individual as an ordinary incident to any suc 
activity), except (a) service performed in connection with the catching or 
taking of salmon or halibut, for commercial purposes, and (b) service 
performed on or in connection with a vessel of more than ten net tons 
(determined in the manner provided for determining the register tonnage of 
merchant vessels under the laws of the United States). 


(18) Service performed in the employ of a foreign government (includ- 
ing service as a consular or other officer or employee or a nondiplomatic 
representative). 


(19) Service performed in the employ of an instumentality wholly 
owned by a foreign governmentif (a) the service is of a character similar to 
that performed in foreign countries by employees of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of an instrumentality thereof, and (b) the director finds that 
the United States Secretary of State has certified to the United States 
Secretary of the Treasury that the foreign government, with respect to whose 
instrumentality exemption is claimed, grants an equivalent exemption with 
respect to similar service performed in the foreign country by employees of 
the United States Government and of instrumentalities thereof. 


(20) Except to the extent set forth in subsection C of this section service 
performed in any calendar quarter in the employ of any organization exempt 
from income tax under Section 501(a) of the Federal Internal Revenue Code 
(other than organizations described in Section 401(a)) or under Section 521 of 
such Code, if the remuneration for such service is less than fifty ($50) dollars. 


(21) For the purposes of subsection B and C the term “employment” 
does not apply to services performed - 


(a) In the employ of (a)(i) a church or convention or association of 
churches, or (b)(ii) an organization that is operated primarily for religious 
purposes and which is operated, supervised, controlled or principally sup- 
ported by a church or convention or association of churches; or 


(b) By aduly ordained, commissioned, or licenses minister of a church 
in the exercise of his ministry or by a member of a religious order in the 
exercise of duties required by such order; or 


(c) In the employ of a school which is not an institution of higher 
education; or Prior to January 1, 1978, in the employ of a school which is not 
an institution of higher education; after December 31, 1977, in the employ of 
a governmental entity referred to in subsection 186 B(2) if such service is 
performed by an individual in the exercise of duties - 


(i) as an elected official; 


(ii) asa member of a legislative body, or a member of the judiciary, ofa 
State or political subdivision; 
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(iii) as a member of the State National Guard or Air National Guard; 


(iv) as an employee serving on a temporary basis in case of fire, storm, 
snow, earthquake, flood or similar emergency (this exclusion does not apply 
to permanent employees whose usual responsibilities include emergency 
situations); 


(v) ina position which, under or pursuant to the laws of this State, is 
designated as a major nontenured policymaking or advisory position or a 
policy making or advisory position the performance of the duties of which 
ordinarily does not require more than 8 hours per week; or 


(d) Ina facility conducted for the purpose of carrying out a program of 
rehabilitation for individuals whose earning capacity is eapaired by age or 
physical or mental deficiency or injury or providing remunerative work for 
individual who because of their impaired ohiveical or mental capacity cannot 
be readily absorbed in the competitive labor market by an individual receiv- 
ing such rehabilitation or remunerative work; or 


(e) Prior to January 1, 1978, as part of an unemployment work relief or 
work training program assisted or financed in whole or in part by any federal 
agency or an agency of a state or political subdivision thereo , by an indi- 
vidual receiving such work relief or work training; or 


(f) Fora hospital in a state prison or other state correctional institution 
(by an inmate of the prison or correctional institution prior to January 1, 
1978, and) after December 31, 1977, by an inmate of a custodial or penal 
institution. 


L. “Institution of higher education”, for the purposes of this section 
chapter, means an educational institution which - 


(1) Admits as regular students only individuals having a certificate of 
graduation from a high school, or the recognized equivalent of such a certifi- 
cate; 


(2) Is legally authorized in this state to provide a program of education 
beyond high school; 


(3) Provides an educational program for which it awards a bachelor’s or 
higher degree, or provides a program which is acceptable for full credit 
toward such a degree, a program of post-graduate or post-doctoral studies, or 
a program of training to prepare students for gainful employment in a 
recognized occupation; and 


(4) Is a public or other non-profit institution. 


M.“Hospital” means an institution which has been licensed, certified or 
approved by the State Board of Health or the State Board of Mental Health as 
a hospital or a similar institution operated by the state or any of its political 
subdivisions or by any instrumentality of either of the foregoing. For the 
purposes of this chapter the term “educational institution” means an educa- 
tional institution (except an institution of higher education as defined in 
subsection L of this section) in which - 


(1) Participants, trainees, or students are offered an organized course 
of study or training designed to transfer to them knowledge, skills, informa- 
tion, doctrines, attitudes or abilities from, by or under the guidance of an 
instructor(s) or teacher(s). 
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(2) It is approved, licensed or issued a permit to operate as a school by 
the State Department of Education or other government agency that is 
authorized within the State to approve, license or issue a permit for the 
operation of a school. 


(8) The courses of study or training which it offers may be academic, 
technical, trade, or preparation for gainful employment in a recognized 
occupation, as opposed to study or training in the social graces or skills or 
whose primary purpose is to provide baby sitting or day care services al- 
though some learning activities may be included. 


In any particular case, the question of whether or not an institution is an 
educational institution (other than an institution of higher education) within 
the meaning of the criteria described above will depend on what that particu- 
lar institution actually does. 


N. Included and excluded service. If the service performed during one- 
half or more of any pay period by an employee for the employing unit 
employing him constitute employment, all of the services of such employee 
for such period shall be deemed to be employment; but if the services per- 
formed during more than one-half of any such pay period by an employee for 
the employing unit employing him do not constitute employment, then none 
of the services of such an employee for such period shall be deemed to be 
employment. As used in this subsection the term “pay period” means a period 
of not more than thirty-one consecutive days for nieh a payment or remun- 
eration is ordinarily made to the employee by the employing unit employing 
him. Hospital means an institution which has been licensed, certified or 
approved by the State Board of Health or the State Board of Mental Health as 
a hospital or a similar institution operated by the state or any of its political 
subdivisions or by any instrumentality of either of the foregoing. 


O. Included and excluded service. If the services performed during 
one-half or more of any pay period by an employee for the employing unit 
employing him constitute employment, all of the services of such employee 
for such period shall be deemed to be employment; but if the services per- 
formed during more than one-half of any such pay period by an employee for 
the employing unit employing him do not constitute employment, then none 
of the services of such employee for such period shall be deemed to be 
employment. As used in this subsection the term “pay period” means a period 
(of not more than thirty-one consecutive days) for which a payment or re- 
muneration is ordinarily made to the employee by the employing unit 
employing him.” 


Section 5. Section 191, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 191. Wages. - Prior to January 1, 1976, “wages,” as used in this 
chapter, shall mean such remuneration as is defined in this section as 
amended July 27, 1971, and, after January 1, 1976, but prior to January 1, 
1978, shall mean such remuneration as is defined in this section as amended 
October 6, 1975. 


On and after January 1, 1976, 1978, “wages” as used in this chapter, 
shall mean every form of remuneration paid or received for personal services, 
including the cash value of any remuneration paid in any medium other than 
cash. The reasonable cash value of remuneration paid in any medium other 
than cash shall be determined in accordance with rules prescribed by the 
director; provided, however, the term “wages” shall not include - 
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A. That part of remuneration, which after remuneration equal to four 
thousand eight hundred ($4,800) dollars, six thousand six hundred ($6,600) 
dollars (or such greater amount as may be or become subject to a tax under a 
federal law imposing a tax against which credit may be taken for contribu- 
tions required to be paid into a state unemployment fund) has been paid in a 
calendar year to an individual by an employer or his predecessor employer or 
by a combination of both the employer and his predecessor employer with 
respect toemployment during any calendar year, is paid to such individual by 
such employer during such calendar year except with respect to sections 204 
B (1), (2) and (4), 204 C, 206, 207, 208 and 209, or this chapter. For the purpose 
of this subsection, the term employment shall include service constituting 
ay en under any unemployment compensation law of another state or 
of this state. 


B. The amount of any payments (including any amount paid by an 
employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund to provide for any such 
payment) made to, or on behalf of an employee or any of his dependents under 
a plan or system established by an employer which makes provisions for his 
employees generally (or for his employees generally and their dependents) or 
for a class or classes of his employees (or for a class or classes of his employees 
and their dependents), on account of (1) retirement, or (2) sickness or accident 
disability, or (3) medical or hospitalization expenses in connection with 
sickness or accident disability, or (4) death. 


C. Any Payment made to an employee (including any amount paid by 
an employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund to provide for any suc 
payment) on account of retirement. 


D. Any payment made to, or on behalf of any employee or his ben- 
eficiary (1) from or to a trust which meets the requirements of Section 401 of 
the Federal Internal Revenue Code and which is exempt from tax under 
Section 501(a) of the Federal Internal Revenue Code at the time of such 
payment unless such payment is made to an employee of the trust as remun- 
eration for services rendered as such employee and not as a beneficiary of the 
trust, or (2) under or to an annuity plan which, at the time of such payment, 
meets the requirements of Section 401 (a)(3), (4), (5) and (6) of the Federal 
Internal Revenue Code. 


E. The payment by an employer (without deduction from the remuner- 
ation of the employee) of the tax imposed upon an employee under Article 3 of 
this chapter, or of the tax imposed upon an employee by Section 3101 of the 
Federal Internal Revenue Code, as amended. 


F. Remuneration paid in any medium other than cash to an employee 
for agricultural or domestic services or for services not in the course of the 
employer’s trade or business. 


G. Any payment (other than vacation or sick pay) made to an employee 
after the month in which he attains the age of sixty-five, if he did not work for 
the employer in the period for which such payment is made. 


H. Dismissal payments which the employer is not legally required to 
make. 


I. Payments made into a fund by an employer to provide for supplemen- 
tal unemployment benefits under a plan established to provide such benefits 
to employees in general, or a group or class of employees, of such employer.” 
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Section 6. Subsections D, E, and F of Section 201, Title 26, Chapter 4, 
Code of Alabama 1940 as last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 201. D (1) With respect to employment after December 31, 1971, and 
prior to January 1, 1978, any hospital or institution of higher education 
operated by this State or any of its instrumentalities which, pursuant to the 
provisions of subsection G of section 185 of this chapter, is or becomes subject 
to this chapter after December 31, 1971, and prior to January 1, 1978, shall 
pay to the director for the fund an amount equal to the amount of regular 

enefits and one-half of the extended benefits paid, that is attributable to 
services in the employ of such employer to individuals for weeks of un- 
employment which begin after December 31, 1971, at the rate and in such 
manner and at such time as is set out in paragraph (2) of subsection F of this 
section as amended September 17, 1973. For the purpose of this subsection, 
the governing body of any State hospital or institution of higher education 
may, with the approval of the director, determine the number of individual 
accounts for the institutions under its authority. 


(2) With respect to employment after December 31, 1977, any gov- 
ernmental entity as defined in subsection 186B(2) of this chapter electing or 
required to make payments in lieu of contributions, shall, pursuant to the 
poreen of paragraph (2) of subsection F of this section, pay to the director 
or the fund an amount which 


(a) prior to January 1, 1979, is equal to the amount of regular benefits 
and one-half of the extended benefits paid, and 


(b) after December 31, 1978, is equal to the amount of regular and 
extended benefits paid, and that is attributable to services after December 
31, 1977, in the employ of such entity to individuals for weeks of unemploy- 
ment which begin on or after January 1, 1979. 


E. (1) With respect to employment after December 31, 1971, and prior 
to January 1, 1978, any political subdivision of this State (or any two or more 
political subdivisions) which elects, under the provisions of section 225 of this 
chapter, to become subject to this chapter, shall pay to the director for the 
fund an amount equal to the amount of regular benefits and prior to January 
1, 1979, one-half and thereafter all of the extended benefits for weeks of 
unemployment which begin after December 31, 1971, at the rate and in such 
manner and at such time as is was set out in paragraph (2) of subsection F of 
this section as amended September 17, 1973. 


(2) With respect to employment after December 31, 1977, any gov- 
ernmental entity, other than the State, defined in subsection 186B(2) of this 
chapter, shall pay contributions as provided in subsection B of this section 
and section 204 of this chapter, unless the governing body of such entity 
elects under the provisions of subparagraph (a) of this paragraph to pay to the 
director for the fund an amount equal to the amount as is prescribed in 
paragraph D of this section, and at the rate and in such manner and at such 
time as set out in paragraph (2) of subsection F of this section. 


(a) Any governmental entity, other than the State, as defined in sub- 
section 186B(2) of this chapter, which becomes subject to this chapter on 
January 1, 1978, may elect to become liable for payments in lieu of contribu- 
tions for a period of not less than eight consecutive calendar quarters begin- 
ning with January 1, 1978, provided it files with the director a written notice 
of its election, officially adopted by the governing body of such entity, within 
the 30-day period immediately following such date: Any such entity which 
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becomes subject to this chapter subsequent to January 1, 1978, may elect to 
become liable for payments in lieu of contributions for a period of not less 
than six consecutive quarters by filing with the director a written notice by 
the governing body of such entity of its election not later than 30 days 
immediately following the date on which it becomes such an entity. Such 
election shall remain in effect until the governing body files with the director 
a written notice terminating its election. Any such termination shall be 
effective at the end of the calendar year during which such notice is made and 
its acceptance by the director occurs. Said notice shall be filed not later than 
the first day of December preceding the effective date of such termination. 


(b) Any governmental entity which has been paying contributions 
under this chapter for a period of at least one calendar year subsequent to 
January 1, 1978, may, effective as of the beginning of any calendar year 
thereafter, change to a reimbursing basis by filing with the director not later 
than the first day of December preceding the beginning of such calendar year 
a written notice by the governing body thereof of its election to become liable 
for payments in lieu of contributions. Such election shall not be terminable by 
the governmental entity during that and the next calendar year and may be 
terminated only at the end of a calendar year. 


(c) The written notice of election or termination of election of method of 
payment shall be accompanied by a certified copy of the minutes of the 
meeting of the appropriate governing body during which the action to elect or 
terminate was taken. 


F. Reimbursement payments. - Payments in lieu of contributions shall 
be made in accordance with the provisions of paragraph (1) and (2) of this 
subsection. 


(1) Each non-profit organization or group of such organizations which 
has elected to make payments in lieu of contributions shall at the end of each 
calendar quarter, or at the end of any other period as the director shall 
prescribe, pay to the director an amount equal to the full amount of regular 
benefits plus one-half of the extended benefits paid during such quarter or 
other prescribed period that is attributable to services in the employ of such 
organization. Such payments shall be made within 20 calendar days after 
notice of the amount due is mailed by the director. 


(2) Each governmental entity Each hospital or institution of higher 
education operated by this state or any instrumentality thereof, and each 
political subdivision (or one or more political subdivisions) which has elected 
coverage under the provisions of section 225 of this chapter to make pay- 
ments in lieu of contributions shall make such payments to the director in an 
amount representing one of the following: 


(a) Any entity becoming subject to this chapter effective January 1, 
1972, shall - 


(i) For the calendar quarter beginning July 1, 1972, and each succeed- 
ing calendar quarter thereafter through and including the quarter ending 
September 30, 1973, such amount as such employer may estimate to be equal 
to the amount of regular benefits and one half of the extended benefits to be 
paid during such quarter and attributable to such employer determined 
pursuant to paragraph (2) of subsection D of this section but the amount shall 
not be less than twenty-five hundredths (0.25) percent of its average quar- 
terly payroll (without regard to the limitations specified in section 191 of this 
chapter) paid to all employees covered by this chapter in its imploy during the 
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calendar year 1971, said payments to be made not later than the tenth day of 
the first month of each quarter, and 


(b)(Gii) For each calendar quarter during fiscal years beginning on and 
after October 1, 1973, such percentage of its average quarterly covered 
payroll for the four-quarter period ending on the immediately preceding June 
30 as the director shall determine. Such determination shall be based each 
year on the average quarterly benefit cost during the four calendar quarter 
period ending on the immediately preceding June 30, which is attributable to 
service in the employ of such organization entity. Provided, however, that for 
each calendar quarter beginning on or after October 1, 1978, the rate shall be 
determined on the basis of its average quarterly payroll and benefit costs for 
the four calendar quarter period ending on the immediately preceding De- 
cember 31. 


(b) Any entity becoming subject effective January 1, 1978, shall - 


(i) For the calendar quarter beginning July 1, 1978, and each succeed- 
ing calendar quarter thereafter through and including the quarter ending 
September 30, 1979, such amount as such employer may estimate to be the 
amount of regular benefits and one-half of the extended benefits to be paid 
during such quarter and attributable to such employer but the amount shall 
not be less than twenty-five hundreths (0.25) percent of its average quarterly 
payroll (without regard to the limitations specified in section 191 of this 
chapter) paid to all its employees covered equal to the amount determined 
pursuant to paragraph (2) of subsection D of this section but the amount shall 
not be less than twenty-five hundredths (0.25) percent of its average quar- 
terly payroll (without regards to the limitations specified in section 191 of 
this chapter) paid to all employees covered by this chapter in its employ 
during the calendar year 1977, said payments to be made not later than the 
tenth day of the month of each quarter, and 


(ii) In each calendar quarter during fiscal year beginning on and after 
October 1, 1979, such percentage of its average quarterly covered payroll for 
the four-quarter period ending on the immediately preceding December 31 as 
the director shall determine. Such determinations shall be based each year 
on the average quarterly benefit cost during the four calendar quarter period 
ending on the immediately preceding December 31 which is attributable to 
service in the employ of such entity. 


The director shall notify each governmental entity of its rate for the next 
fiscal year not later than the first day of April preceding such fiscal year. 


(c) Any governmental entity becoming subject to this chapter, any 
political subdivision (or group of political subdivisions) and/or electing to 
make een under this subsection, coverage for their hospital or institu- 
tion of higher education with an effective date subsequent to January 1, 1972, 
1978, will make the advance payment as provided in subparagraph (a)(b)(i) of 
this paragraph (2) above in such amount as is therein provided within the 
first 10 days of the first month of the second quarter following the quarter 
during which the coverage and/or election becomes effective and during the 
first 10 days of each calendar year thereafter until the first day of October of 
the calendar year next following the calendar year during which such elec- 
tion became effective. Thereafter, the rate of such payment shall be computed 
as provided in subparagraph (b)(ii) of this paragraph. (2) of this subsection. 


(d) For any organization governmental entity which did not pay wages 
throughout the periods specified in subparagraph (a) and (b) respectively, of

this paragraph, the average quarterly covered payroll shall be as determined 
by ie director based on that portion of such periods during which wages were 
paid. 


(3)(e) At the end of each one year period for which a rate for payments 
in lieu of contributions has been set, the director may modify the quarterly 
percentage of payroll thereafter payable by the organization governmental 
entity in order to minimize excess or insufficient payments. 


(f) At the end of each one year period for which a rate for payments in 
lieu of contributions has been set, the director shall determine whether the 
total payments for such year made by an employer is less than, or in excess of, 
the total amount of regular benefits plus one-half of the amount of extended 
benefits paid to individuals during such year based on wages attributable to 
service in the employ of such employer. Each such employer whose total 
payments for such year are less than the amount so determined shall be liable 
for payment of the unpaid balance to the fund in accordance with this 
subsection. If the amount so determined for the specified one-year period, all 
ora eae of the excess may, at the discretion of the director, be refunded from 
the fund or retained in the fund as aprt of the payments which may be 
required for the next such year. Any payments due to be made under this 
paragraph shall be made not later than 10 days after the data on which the 
director shall mail to the employer notice of the amount. 


(5)(3) Payments made by any organization under the provisions of this 
subsection shall not be deducted or deductible, in whole or in part, from the 
remuneration of individuals in the employ of such organizations. 


(6)(4) Any other provisions of law not withstanding, contributions and 
payments in lieu of contributions as provided by this section shall, unless 
otherwise prohibited by law, be 


(a) subject to the same penalties, collection and enforcement proceed- 
ings and provisions for hearing and review, extensions, refunds and protec- 
tions that pursuant to sections 238, 239, 240, 241, 242, 243, 244 and 251 of 
this chapter apply to contributions, and 


(b)\(i) Should any amounts due from any component or instrumentality 
of this state remain due and unpaid for a period of 90 days after the due date, 
the State Comptroller shall take such action as is necessary to collect such 
amounts and is hereby authorized and required to levy against any funds due 
such component or instrumentality by any other department, agency or 
official of the state or against any bank account established in any bank 
whether or not in this state. Such department, agency or official shall deduct 
such amounts as are certified by the Comptroller from any accounts or 
deposits or any funds due such delinquent component or instrumentality 
without regard to any prior claim and promptly forward such amounts to the 
Comptroller. 


(ii) Should any amounts due from any governmental entity of any 
county, municipality or any instrumentality thereof, as defined in Section 
186B(2) of this chapter, remain due and unpaid for a period of 120 days after 
the due date, the director shall take such action as is necessary to collect such 
amounts and is hereby authorized and required to levy against any funds due 
such governmental entity by the State Treasurer, Comptroller, Commis- 
sioner of Revenue, or any other official or agency of this State or against any 
bank account established in any bank. Such officials, agency or bank shall 
deduct such amounts as are certified by the director from any accounts or 
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deposits with or any funds due such delinquent governmental entity without 
regard to any prior claim and promptly forward such amounts to the director 
for the fund. Provided, however, the director shall notify the delinquent 
entity of his intent to file such levy by certified mail at least ten days prior to 
filing of a levy on any funds due the entity by any state official or agency. 


(7)(5) Surety. - Any non-profit organization which elects to become 
liable for payments in lieu of contributions shall, in addition to making such 
payments, be required within 30 days after the date the director mails notice 
of his approval of its election to execute and file with the director a surety 
bond, or a cash deposit in lieu therof, as approved by the director. For the 
purpose of this paragraph, a surety bond is a bond of surety issued by an 
organization licensed and authorized to issue such bond in this State. The 
amount of the surety bond or cash deposit required by this paragraph shall be 
an amount as determined by the director but not more than two and seven 
tenths (2.7) percent of the organization’s wages as defined in this chapter for 
the four calendar quarters immediately preceding the effective date of the 
election or the renewal date in case of a bond or the biennial anniversary in 
the case of a cash deposit, whichever date shall be most recent and applicable. 
For any such organization which did not pay wages throughout each of four 
such calendar quarters the amount of the bond or deposit shall be as deter- 
mined by the director. 


(a) Surety bond. - Any surety bond deposited under this subsection 
shall be in force for a period of not less than two full calendar years and shall 
be renewed not less frequently than at two-year intervals as long as the 
organization continues to be liable for payments in lieu of contributions. The 
director shall require adjustments to be made in a previously filed bond as he 
deems appropriate. If the bond is to be increased, the adjusted bond shall be 
filed by the organization within 30 days of the date notice of such adjustment 
was mailed or otherwise delivered to it. Failure of any organization covered 
by such bond to pay the full amount of payments in lieu of contributions when 
due, together with any applicable interest and penalties as provided by this 
ete shall render the surety liable on said bond to the extent of the bond, 
as though the surety was such organization. 


(b) Deposit of money. - Any deposit of money in accordance with this 
paragraph shall be retained by the director in an escrow account until 
liability under the election it terminated, at which time it shall be returned to 
the organization, less any deductions as hereinafter provided. The director 
may deduct from the money deposited under this subsection by any organiza- 
tion to the extent necessary to satisfy any due and unpaid payments in lieu of 
contributions and any applicable interest and penalty. The director shall 
require the organization within thirty days following any deduction from a 
money deposit under the provisions of this subsection to deposit sufficient 
additional monies to make whole the organization’s deposit at the prior level. 
The director may, at any time, review the adequacy of the deposit made by 
any organization. If as a result of such review, he determines that an adjust- 
ment is necessary, he shall require the organization to make an additional 
deposit within thirty days of written notice of his determination or shall 
return to it such portion of the deposit as he no longer considers necessary 
which ever action is appropriate. 


(c) If any organization subject to the provisions of this section para- 
graph fails to file a surety bond or make a cash deposit or to file asurety bond 
in an increased amount or to increase or make whole the amount of a 
previously made cash deposit, or fails to pay before the delinquency date any 
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payments due together with any accumulated interest and penalty as pro- 
vided by this chapter, the director may terminate such organization’s dlee- 
tion to make payments in lieu of contributions effective as of the end of any 
calendar quarter and such termination shall continue for not less than two 
consecutive calendar years; provided that the director may extend for good 
cause the posting of a cash deposit, the filing of a surety bond or the extension 
of an adjustment period by not more than thirty days. 


(8)(6) Allocation of benefit cost. - If benefits paid to an individual are 
based on wages paid by two or more employers, the amount of benefits 
payable by an organization required to or electing to make payments in lieu 
of contributions shall be an amount which bears the same ratio to the total 
benefits paid to the individual as the total base period wages paid by such 
employer to the individual and used for the payment of benefits bears to the 
total base period wages paid to the individual by all his base period employers 
and used for payment of benefits. 


The other provisions of this subsection notwithstanding no such 
employer shall be required to reimburse the fund for any portion of the 
benefits paid to any individual whose benefits which are attributable to 
public service wages funded under the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973, as amended, after December 31, 1975, to the extent that 
such benefits are reimbursed to the fund by the federal government under the 
provisions of Section 220 of the Emergency Jobs Program Extension Act of 
1976 (PL 94-444). 


(9)(7) Group accounts. - Two or more employers that have elected to 
make payments in lieu of contributions in accordance with the provisions of 
this subsection may file a joint application to the director for the establish- 
ment of a group account for the purpose of sharing the cost of benefits paid 
that are attributable to service in the employ of such organization. Each such 
application, shall identify and authorize a group representative to act as the 
group’s agent for the purposes of this subsection. Upon his approval of the 
application, the director shall establish a group account for such employers 
effective as of the beginning of the calendar quarter next following the 
quarter in which he received such application, and shall notify the group’s 
representative of the effective date of the account. Such group account shall 
remain in effect for not less than eight calendar quarters and thereafter until 
terminated at the discretion of the director or upon application by the group. 
Upon establishment of the account, each member of the group shall be liable 
for payments in lieu of contributions with respect to each calendar quarter in 
the amount that bears the same ratio to the total benefits paid in such quarter 
that are attributable to service performed in the employ of all members of the 
group as the total wages paid for services in employment by such member in 
such quarter bears to the total wages paid during such quarter for service 
performed in the employ of all members of the group. The director shall 
prescribe such regulations as he deems necessary with respect to applications 
for establishment, maintenance and termination of group accounts that are 
authorized by this subsection, for addition of new members to, and with- 
drawal of active members from, such accounts, and for the determination of 
the amounts that are payable under this subsection by members of a group 
and the time and manner of such payments. 


(10)(8) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, any 
employer that was liable for payments in lieu of contributions for the period 
immediately preceding the effective date of termination of its coverage pur- 
suant to section 224 of this chapter shall nevertheless continue to be liable to 
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pay to the director for the fund the amount of regular benefits and one-half of 
the extended benefits paid, that is attributable to service in the employ of 
such employer prior to the effective date of such termination, to individuals 
for weeks of unemployment which begin on or after such effective date. Such 
payments to the director shall be made at such times and in such manner as 
the director shall prescribe and the director may continue to require pay- 
ments in lieu of contributions and surety in such amounts and for such period 
as he may deem necessary to insure restoration to the fund of the amount of 
such regular and extended benefits.” 


Section 7. Paragraph (1) of subsection A of Section 204, Title 26, Chap- 
ter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 204. Experience Rating, rates and contributions. 


A. (1) For the twelve-month period beginning on the first day of 
January of each year, any employer whose employment record has been 
chargeable with benefit wages throughout at least the fiscal year (for the 
purposes of this chapter, fiscal year means the twelve consecutive month 
period beginning the first day of October of each calendar year) immediately 
preceding such first day of January shall have his rate determined by the 
unemployment compensation fund’s maximum liability for benefits to his 
employees who have been paid benefits, modified by the State experience as 
of the most recent December 31 as to average duration of benefit payments as 
provided herein. The employment record of an organization which has been 
making payments in lieu of contributions but which elects to change to 
po of contributions shall be deemed to have been chargeable with 

enefit wages throughout the period with respect to which it was making 
payments in lieu of contributions and its benefit wages and payrolls for such 
period shall be used in computing its benefit wage percentage pursuant to 
subsection D of this section.” 


Section 8. Paragraph (3) of Subsection C of Section 204, Title 26, 
ar aa 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, is hereby amended to 
read: 


“§ 204. C. (3) Notwithstanding any inconsistent provisions of this chap- 
ter, if after the last day of any claimant’s benefit year but within the forty-five 
(45) sixty (60) days next following thereafter or within forty-five (45) sixty 
(60) days next following notice to the employer of benefit wage charges made 
as a consequence of such claimant’s receipt of benefits, whichever is the later, 
an employer for whom benefit wage charges were made as a consequence of 
such claimant’s receipt of benefits files a written notice in such manner as the 
director shall prescribe stating that he had reemployed such claimant within 
the claimant’s benefit year, and the director finds that such employee re- 
ceived in benefits a total amount aggregating not more than twenty-five (25) 
percent of the maximum benefit payments to which he was entitled within 
such benefit year, because of such reemployment, the employer’s benefit 
wage record shall be credited with seventy-five (75) percent of the benefit 
wages previously charged against him relating to such claimant’s previous 
employment; or if the director finds that such employee received in benefits 
an amount aggregating more than twenty-five (25) percent but not more than 
fifty (50) percent of the maximum benefits to which he was entitled within 
such benefit year, because of such reemployment, the employer’s benefit 
wage record shall be credited with fifty (50) percent of the benefit wages 
previously aaa 55 against him relating to such claimant’s previous 
employment; or if the director finds that such employee received in benefits a 
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total amount aggregating more than fifty (50) percent but not more than 
seventy-five (75) percent of the maximum benefits to which he was entitled 
within such benefit year, because of such reemployment, the employer’s 
benefit wage record shall be credited with twenty-five (25) percent of the 
benefit wages previously charged against him relating to such claimant’s 
previous employment. Provided, however, that such credits shal] be made for 
the fiscal year and the calendar quarter in which the finding is made by the 
director and no attempt shall be made to relate such credits to the period in 
which the rehire occurred; “reemployment”meaning performing services for 
remuneration.” 


Section 9. Paragraph (4) of subsection G of Section 204, Title 26, Chap- 
ter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 204.G. (4)(a) If at the end of any fiscal year the fund is less than the 
minimum normal amount for the next following fiscal year, the director shall 
on or before the first day of December next following so declare. To be 
effective for the twelve-month period beginning with the first day of Janua 
of the immediately succeeding calendar year the contribution rates for eac 
employer shall be determined by the director from the table in subsection F of 
this section on the basis of each employer’s benefit wage percentage deter- 
mined for the said immediately succeeding calendar year and an increased 
state experience factor to be computed by multiplying the state experience 
factor for the said immediately succeeding year by two. In computing rates 
under this subsection all 14 columns in the fable in subsection F of this 
section shall be used. If no percentage equal to or in excess of such benefit 
wage percentage appears on said horizontal line, the employer’s contribution 
rate shall be four (4.0%) percent. 


(b) Notwithstanding any inconsistent provisions of this section, to the 
rates of contribution as determined by using the table in subsection F of this 
section there shall be added to such rate an additional one-half percent (0.5%) 
beginning with the first day of July, 1977, and ending on the first day of the 
calendar year following enactment at the beginning of which there is not an 
outstanding indebtedness to the Federal Unemployment Fund for monies 
advanced for the payment of benefits. Provided, however, that no rate shall 
exceed four percent (4.0%). 


(c) When the state experience factor is required to be multiplied by two, 
as heretofore provided, each employee employed by an employer subject to 
this chapter shall, except as provided in section 202 of this chapter, contri- 
bute to the fund throughout the next immediately succeeding calendar year, 
and effective with wages for employment paid to him on or after the first day 
of such calendar year, at the rate of 0.5 percent (one-half of one percent).” 


Section 10. Subsection B of Section 205, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


§ 205.B.(1) Benefits based on service in employment defined in subsec- 
tions B and C of Section 186 shall be payable in the same amount, on the same 
terms and subject to the same conditions as compensation payable on the 
basis of other service subject to this Act, chapter; except that in no event may 
benefits shall not be paid to any individual based on service in an instruc- 
tional, research, or principal administrative capacity in an institution of 
higher education (as defined in subsection L of section 186) or in any educa- 
tional institution below the level of higher education (as defined in subsec- 
tion M of section 186) be paid to an individual for any week of unemployment 
which begins during the period between two successive academic years, or 
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during a similar period between two regular terms, whether or not succes- 
sive, or during a period of paid sabbatical leave provided for in the individu- 
al’s contract, if the individual has a contract or contracts to perform services 
in any such capacity for any institution or institutions of higher education for 
both such academic years or both such terms. If such individual performs 
such services in the first of such academic years (or terms) and if there is a 
contract or a reasonable assurance that such individual will perform services 
in any such capacity for any educational institution in the second of such 
academic years or terms. 


For the purposes of this paragraph, the term “reasonable assurance” 
means a written, verbal or implied agreement that the employee will perform 
services during the ensuing academic year or term and the term “contract” is 
intended to include tenure status. 


(2) Benefits shall not be paid to any individual on the basis of any 
services, substantially all of which consist of participating in sports or athle- 
tic events or training or preparing to so participate, for any week which 
commences during the period between two successive sport seasons (or simi- 
lar periods) if such individual performed such services in the first of such 
seasons (or similar periods) and there is a reasonable assurance that such 
ee will perform such services in the later of such seasons (or similar 
periods). 


(3)a. Benefits shall not be paid on the basis of services perenne! by an 
alien unless such alien is an individual who was lawfully admitted for 
permanent residence at the time such services were performed, was lawfull 

present for purposes of performing such services, or was permanently resid- 
ing in the United States under color of law (including an alien who is lawfully 
present in the United States as a result of the application of the provisions of 
vias 203(a)(7) or section 212(d)(5) of the Immigration and Nationality 

ct). 


b. Any data or information required of individuals applying for ben- 
efits to determine whether benefits are not payable to them because of their 
alien status shall be uniformly required from all applicants for benefits. 


c. In the case of an individual whose application for benefits would 
otherwise be approved, no determination that benefits to such individual are 
not payable because of his alien status shall be made except upon a prepon- 
derance of the evidence.” 


Section 11. Section 209, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 209.A.(1) Duration of benefits. - Any otherwise eligible individual 
shall be entitled during any benefit year to a total amount of benefits equal to 
whichever is the lesser of twenty-six times his weekly benefit amount, and 
one-third of the wages paid to him for insured work during his base period; 
provided that such total amounts of benefits, if not a multiple of one dollar, 
shall be computed to the nearest multiple of one dollar. For the purpose of this 
chapter, wages shall be counted as “wages for insured work” with respect to 
any benefit year only if such wages were paid in the base period immediately 
preceding such benefit year; except that, any lump sum payment of wages in 
lieu of notice or dismissal or severance allowance shall be prorated over the 
period or periods with respect to which such payment is made and treated as 
though it had been paid in such period or periods. In determining an indi- 
vidual’s benefit rights, remuneration payable but unpaid to such individual 
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shall to the extent that regulations promulgated by the director prescribe, be 
deemed to be “wages paid” to such individual. 


(2) With respect to weeks of unemployment beginning on or after 
January 1, 1978, “wages for insured work” shall include wages paid for 
previously uncovered services. For the purposes of this subsection, the term 
“previously uncovered services” means services — 


(a) Which were not employment as defined in section 186 and were not 
services covered pursuant to section 225 of this chapter at any time during 
the one year period ending December 31, 1975; or 


(b) Which 


(i) are agricultural labor (as defined in section 186D(1)) or domestic 
service (as defined in section 186D(2)), or 


(ii) Are services performed by an employee of this State or a political 
subdivision thereof, as provided in subsection 186B(2), or by an employee of a 
non-profit educational! institution which is not an institution of higher educa- 
tion, as provided in subsection 186C, but only if such institution was not 
subject to this chapter prior to January 1, 1978, except to the extent that 
assistance under Title i of the Emergency Jobs and Unemployment Act of 
1974 was paid on the basis of such services. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection D and F of section 201 and the experi- 
ence rating provisions of Section 204 of this chapter no charges shall be made 
to the reimbursing account or to the experience rating account of any previ- 
ously uncovered employer with respect to any benefits paid under the provi- 
sions of the foregoing paragraph which are based upon previously uncovered 
base period wages to the extent that the fund is reimbursed for such benefits 
pursuant to Section 121 of Public Law 94-566 or are otherwise reimbursed by 
the Federal Government. 


It is provided further that no charges shall be made to the reimbursing 
account or to the experience rating account of any previously covered 
employer as the result of payments made upon previously covered wages 
provided that without the inclusion of such previously uncovered wages the 
previously covered wages alone would not have been sufficient to quality the 
mv igne for benefits as provided in section 207 and this section of this 
chapter. 


B. Extended benefits. - Notwithstanding any other provisions of this 
chapter the duration of benefits as provided in subsection A of this section 
shall be extended as provided in this subsection B. herein. 


(1) Definition. - As used in this subsection, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise - 


(A)(a) “Extended benefit period” means a period which 


(i) begins with the third week after whichever of the following weeks 
occurs first: 


(a)(aa) a week for which there is a national “on” indicator, or 
(b)(bb} a week for which there is a State “on” indicator, and 


(ii) ends with either of the following weeks, whichever occurs later: 
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(aaa) the third week after the first week for which there is both a 
national “off’ indicator and a State “off” indicator; or 


(b)\(bb) the thirteenth consecutive week of such period; 


Provided, That no extended benefit period may begin by reason of State 
“on” indicator before the fourteenth week following the end of a prior ex- 
tended benefit period which was in effect with respect to this State; and 


Provided further, That prior to January 1, 1972, an extended benefit 
period may become effective and be terminated in this State solely by reason 
of a State “on” and a State “off’ indicator, respectively. 


(B)(b) There is a “national ‘on’ indicator” for a week if the U.S. Secre- 
tary of Labor determines that for each of the three next recent completed 
calendar months ending before such week, the period co sisting of such week 
and the immediately preceding twelve weeks, the rate of insured unemploy- 
ment (seasonally adjusted) for all States equaled or exceeded 4.5 percent. 


(C)(c) There is a “national ‘off indicator” for a week if the U.S. Secre- 
tary of Labor determines that for each of the three next recent completed 
calendar months ending before such week, the period consisting of such week 
and the immediately preceding twelve weeks, the rate of insured unemploy- 
ment (seasonally adjusted) for all States was less than 4.5 percent. 


(D)(d) There is a “State ‘on’ indicator” for this State for a week if the 
director determines, in accordance with the regulations of the U.S. Secretary 
of Labor, that for the period consisting of such week and the immediately 
preceding twelve weeks, the rate of insured unemployment (not seasonally 
adjusted) under this subsection 


(i) equaled or exceeded 120 percent of the average of such rates for the 
corresponding 13-week period ending in each of the preceding calendar years, 
and 


(ii) equaled or exceeded 4 percent 


(e) There is a “State ‘off indicator” for this State for a week if the 
director determines, in accordance with the regulations of the U.S. Secretary 
of Labor, that for the period consisting of such week and the immediately 
preceding twelve weeks, the rate of insured unemployment (not seasonally 
adjusted) under this subsection - 


(i) was less than 120 percent of the average of such rates for the 
corresponding 13-week period ending in each of the preceding two calendar 
years, or 


(ii) was less than 4 percent. 


(F)f) “Rate of insured unemployment,” for the purpose of paragraph 
(1)(D)(i)(d) and (1)(E)(i)(e) of this subsection, means the percentage derived 
by dividing 

(i) the average weekly number of individuals filing claims in this State 
for weeks or unemployment with respect to the most recent 13-consecutive- 
week period, as determined by the director on the basis of his reports to the U. 
S. Secretary of Labor, by 


(ii) the average monthly employment covered under this title chapter 
for the first four of the most recent six completed calendar quarters ending 
before the end of such 13-week period. 
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(G)(g) “Regular benefits” means benefits payable to an individual 
under this chapter or under any other State law (including benefits payable 
to Federal civilian employees and to ex-servicemen pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
chapter 85) other than extended benefits. 


(H)(h) “Extended benefits” means benefits (including benefits payable 
to Federal civilian employees and to ex-servicemen pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
chapter 85) payable to an individual under the provisions of this subsection 
for weeks of employment in his eligibility period. 


(DG) “Eligibility period” of an individual means the period consisting 
of the weeks in his benefit year which begin in an extended benefit period 
and, if his benefit year ends within such extended benefit period, any weeks 
thereafter which begin in such extended benefit period. 


(J)j) “Exhaustee” means an individual who, with respect to any week 
of unemployment in his eligibility period: 


(i) has received, prior to such week all of the regular benefits that were 
available to him under this title chapter or any other State law (including 
dependents’ allowances and benefits payable to Federal civilian employees 
and ex-servicement under 5 U.S.C. chapter 85) in his current benefit year 
that includes such week; 


Provided, That, for the purposes of this subparagraph (J) subsection an 
individual shall be deemed to have received all of the regular benefits that 
were available to him although as a result of a pending appeal with respect to 
wages and/or employment that were not considered in the original monetary 
determination in his benefit year, he may subsequently be determined to be 
entitled to added regular benefits; or 


(ii) his benefit year having expired prior to such week, has no, or 
insufficient, wages on the basis of which he could establish a new benefit year 
that would include such week; and 


(iii)(aa) has no right to unemployment benefits or allowances, as the 
case may be, under the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act, the Trade 
Expansion Act of 1962, the Automotive Products Trade Act of 1965 and such 
other Federal laws as are specified in regulations issued by the U.S. Secre- 
tary of Labor; and (bb) has not received and is not seeking unemployment 
benefits under the unemployment compensation law of the Virgin Islands or 
of Canada; but if he is seeking such benefits and the appropriate agency 
finally determines that he is not entitled to benefits under such law he is 
considered an exhaustee. Provided however that this provision shall not 
apply to the Virgin Islands after the day on which the U.S. Secretary of Labor 
approved the Virgin Islands law under the provisions of Section 3304(a) of the 
Federal Unemployment Tax Act. 


(K)(k) “State law” means the unemployment insurance law of any 
State, approved by the U. S. Secretary of Labor under section 3304 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


(2) Effect of State law provisions relating to regular benefits on claims 
for, and the payment of, extended benefits. - Except when the result would be 
inconsistent with the other provisions of this subsection, as provided in the 
regulations of the director, the provisions of this Title chapter which apply to 
claims for, or the payment of, regular benefits shall apply to claims for, and 
the payment of, extended benefits. 
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(3) Eligibility requirements for extended benefits. - An individual] shall 
be eligible to receive extended benefits with respect to any week of un- 
employment in his eligibility period only if the director finds that with 
respect to such week: 


(A)(a) he is an “exhaustee” as defined in subparagraph (1)(i)(J)(j), 


(B)(b) he has satisfied the requirements of this Title chapter for the 
receipt of popula benefits that are applicable to individuals claiming ex- 
tended benefits, including not being subject to a disqualification for the 
receipts of benefits. 


(4) Weekly extended benefit amount. - The weekly extended benefit 
amount payable to an individual for a week of total unemployment in his 
eligibility period shall be an amount equal to the weekly benefit amount 
payable to him during his applicable benefit year. 


(5) Total extended benefit amount. - The total extended benefit amount 
payable to any eligible individual with respect to his applicable benefit year 
shall be fifty percent, rounded to the nearest multiple of one dollar, of the 
total amount of regular benefits which were payable to him under this 
Title chapter in his applicable benefit year. 


(6)(A)(a) Beginning and termination of extended benefit period. - 
Whenever an extended benefit period is to become effective in this State (or in 
all States) as a result of a State or a national “on” indicator, or an extended 
benefit period is to be terminated in this State as a result of a State “off” 
indicator or State and national “off” indicators, the director shall make an 
appropriate public announcement. 


(B)(b) Computations required by the provisions of subparagraph 
(1)()(F)(f) shall be made by the director, in accordance with regulations 
prescribed by the U. S. Secretary of Labor.” 


Section 12. Section 224, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 224. Period and termination of employer’s coverage. - 


A. Except as otherwise provided in subsection B of this section, any 
employing unit which is or becomes an employer subject to this chapter 
within any calendar year, shall be an employer subject thereto during the 
whole of such calendar year. 


B. Except as otherwise provided in Section 225 of this chapter title, an 
employer (except state hospitals, state institutions of higher education and 
political subdivisions) governmental entities) shall cease to be an employer 
subject to this chapter - 


(1) Asofthe first day of January of any calendar year if he files with the 
director prior to the first day of April of such year, a written application for 
termination of coverage and (a) he has not in any calendar quarter during the 
preceding calendar year, paid for service in employment wages of $1500 or 
more; and (b) he has not on each of some twenty days, each day being in a 
different calendar week in the last completed calendar year employed one or 
more individuals in employment subject to this title; provided, in the case of 
an employing unit which became subject to this title pursuant to subsection 
H of Section 185, he has not on each of some twenty days, each day being ina 
different calendar week in the preceding calendar year employed four or 
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more individuals in employment subject to this title met any of the conditions 
for remaining subject to this chapter. 


(2)(a) Asofthe date of transfer of his organization, trade or business, or 
substantially all the assets thereof to a successor as provided by paragraph 
D(1) of section 185 of this title chapter, provided he shall have ceased to 
employ any individual or individuals in employment subject to this chapter. 
Provided further, however, should the disposing employer reacquire all or 
substantially all of the same employing unit during the same or next succeed- 
ing calendar year without the predecessor having employed individuals 
thereby succeeding to the employment experience, he shall be deemed not to 
have ceased operation and shall have his rate of contribution computed based 
upon that portion of his and his successor’s employment experience occurring 
during the period specified in Section 204 of this title chapter. 


(b) If, immediately subsequent to the date of transfer of his organiza- 
tion, trade or business, or substantially all the assets thereof to a successor as 
provided by paragraph D(1) of Section 185 of this title chapter, he continues 
to employ any individual or individuals in employment subject to this chap- 
ter, he shall cease to be an employer subject to this title chapter as of the first 
day of January next following the date of such transfer, provided he files with 
the director prior to the first day of April next following such first day of 
January, a written application for termination of coverage and he has not, 
subsequent to the date of such transfer and prior to such first day of January, 
employed one or more individuals in employment subject to this title on each 
of some twenty days, each day being in a different calendar week nor paid in 
any calendar quarter subsequent to such transfer for service in employment 
blipcts of $1500 or more met any of the conditions for remaining subject to this 
chapter. 


(3) Asofthe first day of January next following two consecutive calen- 
dar years ending on the preceding thirty-first day of December during which 
he employed no individuals in employment subject to this chapter. 


C. Any political subdivision which has made an election may prior to 
January 1, 1978, terminate said election after the two-year period called for 
in subsection 225 B of this title chapter has been completed by filing with the 
director written notice not later than the first day of December of any 
calendar year; such termination to be effective as of the first day of the next 
ensuing calendar year with respect to services performed on and after that 
date. 


When an employer’s coverage is terminated under the provisions of this 
section, such employer shall not, except as otherwise provided in this section, 
thereafter become subject to the provisions of this title chapter on the basis of 
any employment by such employer prior to the effective date of such termina- 
tion.” 


Section 13. Section 225, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 225. Employer election. - A. Any employing unit (except political 
subdivisions) one specifically exempt under the provisions of subsection 186 
K) not otherwise subject to this chapter which files with the director its 
written election to become an employer subject hereto for not less than two 
calendar years shall, with the written approval of such election by the 
director, become an employer subject hereto to the same extent as all other 
employers as of the date stated in such approval. 
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B. Prior to January 1, 1978, Any any political subdivision of this State 
may elect at the beginning of any calendar quarter beginning on or after 
January 1, 1972, for a period of not less than two calendar years to cover 
under this act chapter service performed by employees in all of the hospitals 
and institutions of higher education, as defined in subsection L and M N of 
section 186 of this chapter, operated by such political subdivision. Election is 
to be made by filing with the director a notice of such election at least 30 days 
prior to the effective date of such election.” 


Section 14. Section 251, Title 26, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“§ 251. Penalties. - A. Whoever willfully makes a false statement or 
representation or who willfully fails to disclose a material fact to obtain or 
increase any benefit or payment under this chapter, or under an unemploy- 
ment insurance law of any other state or government, either for himself or for 
any other person, whether such benefit or payment is actually received or 
not, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon such conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five fifty nor more than two 
hundred fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for not longer than three months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment, and each such false statement or 
representation shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 


B. Any officer or agent of employer, or any employer who is an indi- 
vidual, who willfully makes a false statement or representation to avoid his 
employer or himself becoming or remaining subject to this chapter for con- 
tributions, or to reduce any contribution or other payment required of such 
employer or him under this chapter, or who willfully fails or refuses to make 
any such contributions or other payments as lawfully required hereunder, or 
who induces any employee to waive any rights under this chapter, or any 
officer or agent of an employing unit, or any employing unit who is an 
individual, who refuses to furnish any reports duly required hereunder or to 
appear or testify or produce records as lawfully required hereunder, shall 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five fifty nor 
more than two hundred fifty dollars or by imprisonment for not longer than 
three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, and each such false 
statement or representation and each day of such failure or refusal, and each 
such inducement shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 


C. Ifthe director finds that any fraudulent misrepresentation has been 
made by a claimant with the object of obtaining benefits under this chapter to 
which he was not entitled, then, in addition to any other penalty or prosecu- 
tion provided under this chapter, the director may make a determination that 
there shall be deducted from any benefits to which such claimant might 
become entitled during his present benefit year and or next subsequent 
benefit year, an amount not less than four times his weekly benefit amount 
and not more than the maximum benefit amount payable in a benefit year (as 
determined under sections 207 and 209 of this chapter) at the time the 
director makes the determination. The director shall notify the claimant of 
his findings and determination either by delivering a copy thereof to him or 
by mailing a copy, postage prepaid, to his last known address. Unless the 
claimant shall appeal from said findings or from said determination, or both, 
within seven calendar days after delivery of such notice to him, or within ten 
fifteen calendar days after such notice was mailed to his last known address, 
postage prepaid, such finding and determination shall become final. If such 
claimant shall appeal from such finding or determination, or both, within the 
time specified, the issue or issues shall be referred to an appeals tribunal for 
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hearing, as in other benefit cases, and thereafter the procedure shall be the 
same as set forth in article 5 of this chapter. 


D. Any person who, by reason of the nondisclosure or misrepresenta- 
tion by him or by another of a material fact (irrespective of whether such 
nondisclosure was known or fraudulent), has received any sum as benefits 
under this chapter while any conditions for the receipt of benefits imposed by 
this chapter were not fulfilled in his case, or while he was disqualified from 
receiving benefits, shall be liable to have such sum deducted from any future 
benefits payable to him under this chapter required to repay such sum. 


E. Any violation of any provisions of this chapter, for which a penalty is 
neither prescribed above nor provided by any other applicable statute, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five fifty nor more than two 
hundred fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for not longer than three months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


F. Prosecutions under this section must be begun within two years 
from the date of the commission of the offense or offenses described herein. 


G. Only such violations defined herein, as occur after the effective date 
of this Act shall be governed by the provisions hereof. Violations which occur 
prior thereto shall be governed by the provisions of section 251, Title 26, 1940 
Code of Alabama, prior to this amendment.” 


Section 15. Such monies as are needed to pay the State’s portion of 
benefits herein provided shall be paid from the monies hereafter approp- 
riated to the respective branches, departments, agencies, boards, commis- 
sions or any other separately organized division or instrumentality of this 
State and shall be paid from the same funds in the State Treasury as are 
aueeneted for the general operation of these respective entities of the 

tate. 


Section 16. That portion of the monies necessary to finance the be- 
nefits for local governmental entities and derived from costs applicable to 
local school systems shall be paid by the local school system from funds 
allocated from the Special Education Trust Fund, and such amounts are 
hereby appropriated from the Special Education Trust Fund for the purpose. 


Section 17. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 18. Ifany provision of this act or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstance 1s held invalid, the invalidity does not affect other 
provisions or applications of the act which can be given effect without the 
invalid provision or application, and for this purpose the provisions of this act 
are severable. 


Section 19. In the event any portion of Section 115 of the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Amendments of 1976 (Public Law 94-566, 94th Con- 
gress, dated October 20, 1976), as it applies to the requirement for States to 
provide coverage of certain services performed for local governmental en- 
tities under the various States’ Unemployment Compensation Laws, is de- 
termined to be unconstitutional or invalid in a final adjudication by the 
Courts of the United States, then from and after the date of such final 
adjudication, no local governmental entity of any county or municipality in 
the State of Alabama or their instrumentalities as defined in Section 2 of this 
Act shail be required to participate in the Unemployment Compensation 
Program; however, nothing herein shall be construed as invalidating the 
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entitlement of such entities to elect coverage for their hospitals or institu- 
tions of higher education. Further, nothing herein shall be construed as 
relieving any entity of the responsibility for any contributions or payments in 
lieu of contributions incurred during the period prior to the date of the final 
adjudicational determination by the Courts. 


It is further provided that in the event any local governmental entity 
shall become a part of any suit in the courts of the United States challenging 
the constitutionality of the provisions of Section 15 of PL 94-566 and such 
court, of competent jurisdiction, shall temporarily stay the implementation 
of said provision of federal law, then during the effective period of such stay, 
the coverage of said services shall be stayed in this state but shall be applica- 
ble only to those entities that are, or are made, a party to the suit or included 
in the stay. 


Section 20. This act to take effect upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor or its otherwise becoming law.

J. R. 45. URGING THE NATIONAL CANCER INSTITUTE TO 
ORDER THE TESTING OF LAETRILE. 


WHEREAS, Laetrile has made headlines recently as a treatment for the 
terrible disease of cancer; and 


WHEREAS, the effects of this drug, if any, have been very controversial, 
Pe any substance which might cure cancer merits thorough investigation; 
an 


WHEREAS, several states including Alaska, Florida, Indiana, Arizona 
and Neveda have legalized Laetrile; and 


WHEREAS, other states are undoubtedly contemplating enactment of 
similar legislation; and 


WHEREAS, the National Cancer Institute is “seriously considering” 
using Laetrile in human testing on a volunteer basis with individuals who 
have had no success with conventional therapy; and 


WHEREAS, such a study would be extremely beneficial to state and 
national legislators alike in policymaking decisions; and 


WHEREAS, this testing would give the American public the answers it 
wants and deserves to know concerning Laetrile; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do here by strongly urge the 
National Cancer Institute to order the testing of Laetrile.

PARTS OF THE FORT MORGAN MILITARY RESERVATION FROM THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION TO THE COMMISSION. 
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WHEREAS, Act No. 628, Regular Session, 1976, of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, provided for the transfer of certain parts of the historic Fort Morgan 
Military Reservation from the State Department of Conservation to the 
Alabama Historical Commission, including that area in which a boat launch- 
ing ramp is located within the sea-wall boundaries, as defined, of the historic 
old fort itself; and 


WHEREAS, at the time of transfer, the aforementioned boat ramp was 
in an unsightly, unsafe and unusable state of repair, a condition that has not 
yet been corrected; and 


WHEREAS, representations by the proponents of said transfer were 
made to the Alabama Legislature, particularly to those members handling 
the necessary legislation in both the House and Senate, tantamount to what 
we consider a solemn and irrevocable commitment to restore, repair and put 
in usable condition the boat launching ramp in question as a condition of 
enactment of transfer; and 


WHEREAS, further, in the interest of promoting tourism in the State of 
Alabama, it is not only desirable, but mandatory that attractions of such 
historical significance as that of Fort Morgan be kept in restored condition, 
safe and usable for the literally hundreds of thousands of persons, from both 
within and without our state, who visit these sites annually; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That this body most earnestly and 
strongly demands that the Alabama Historical Commission take immediate 
and positive action to comply with commitments to the Legislature to restore 
and repair forthwith the Fort Morgan boat launching ramp as well as to 
provide other and more adequate facilities for fishing, which could only serve 
to greatly increase the number of those seeking to enjoy the attractions of 
historic Fort Morgan. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be sent to 
Mr. Milo Howard, Director of the Department of Archives and History, to Mr. 
W. Warner Floyd, Executive Director of the Alabama Historical Commission 
oe to each member of the Commission as notice of our demands of com- 
pliance.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to elections; to amend the nominating procedure by changing 
the date for primaries, declaration and certification of candidacy, beat or 
mass meetings, canvass and tabulation of returns, refusal of run-off and 
certification of nominees and independent candidates; for such purposes, to 
amend Act No. 1196, S. 1018, 1975 Regular Session (Acts 1975, p. 2349), 
which relates to primary elections; to amend the time for contesting elec- 
tions; to repeal Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Sections 145 and 373; and to 
repeal other conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 5, 10, 32, 33, and 40 of Act No. 1196, S. 1018, 1975 
Regular Session (Acts 1975, p. 2349) which relates to primary elections, are 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. The primary election, except any special primary elec- 
tions, if held at the expense of the state or counties during the presidential 
year 1976 shall be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in May 
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and, if necessary, as hereinafter provided, a second or runoff primary election 
shall be held on the third Tuesday next thereafter following said primary 
election. After 1976, Primary elections, except special primary elections, 
held at the expense of the state or counties, shall be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in September. When necessary, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, a second or runoff primary election shall be held on the third Tuesday 
next thereafter following said primary election. Any second primary shall be 
held by the same election officers who held the first primary, and be held at 
the same places as the first primary election. No primary shall be held by any 
political party except as herein provided. Primary elections herein provided 
for shall be held at the regular polling places established for the purpose of 
holding general elections. 


“Section 10. All candidates for nomination to public office or for elec- 
tion to party office in the primary provided for in this act shall file their 
declaration of candidacy with the state party chairman if they seek any office 
other than a county office (including federal, state, circuit, and district 
offices, the state senate and house of representatives), and with the county 
party chairman if they seek a county office, not later than 5 p.m. 46 60 days 
before the date of such primary. 


“The state party chairman shall, no later than 5 p.m. 39 50 days before 
the primary certify the names of all primary candidates except candidates for 
county offices, to the secretary of state. The county party chairman shall, not 
later than 5 p.m. 39 50 days prior to the date of the primary election, certify to 
the probate judge the names of all candidates for nomination to county offices 
or election to county party offices. The secretary of state shall, not less than 
29 40 days prior to the date of the primary election, certify to the probate 
judge of every county in which the election is to be held the names of the 
fa esa candidates for nomination to federal, state, circuit, or district offices, 
the state senate and house of representatives, and all other opposed candi- 
dates to public or party office, except candidates for county offices. The 
probate judge of each county shall have the ballots prepared for the primary 
election. If a legally qualified candidate for nomination to an office is unop- 
posed when the last date for filing declarations of candidacy has passed, his 
name shall not appear on the ballots to be used in the primary election, and he 
shall be the nominee of the party with which he has qualified for the office. If 
a legally qualified candidate for election to a party office is unopposed when 
the last date for filing declarations of candidacy has passed, his name shall 
not appear on the ballots to be used in the primary election, and he shall be 
declared elected to the party office for which he qualified. 


“Section 32. At the respective meetings of the respective executive 
committees, said county executive committee shall, as to candidates in said 
primary election, for office, except candidates for county office, publicly 
ascertain, determine and declare: If any candidate for office in said primary 
election has received a majority of the votes cast for that office, and, if so, 
declare said candidate the nominee of the party for the office for which he was 
a candidate and for which he received a majority of the votes cast for that 
office in said primary election; if no candidate receives a majority of all of the 
votes cast in such primary election for any one office or offices for the 
nomination to which there were more than two candidates, then there shall 
be held a second primary election on the third Tuesday next thereafter 
following said primary election, and the chairman of the state executive 
committee zhaill certify to the secretary of state immediately upon the com- 
pletion of such canvass, as aforesaid the names of the two candidates of his 
party to receive the highest number of votes in the first primary election for 
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such office, or offices, except county officers, and who are to be voted for in the 
second primary election, and the cnaiewien of each county executive commit- 
tee shall immediately upon the completion of such canvass, certify to the 
probate judge of the county the names of the two candidates who received the 

ighest number of votes in the first primary for nomination to any county 
office: and the secretary of state shall, within not more than six days from the 
date said certificate is received from the chairman of the state executive 
committee, certify to the probate judge, of any county where a second primary 
election is to be held the name or names of the candidates certified to him as 
herein provided by the chairman of the state executive committee; and the 
probate judge of each county in Alabama shall in manner and form as 
required by this chapter and the general laws of Alabama have prepared and 
printed all election supplies and all ballots to be voted in the second primary 
election, which ballots shall contain, under appropriate headings or titles of 
the offices to be filled, the names of the two candidates for each office so 
certified to him by the secretary of state and the chairman of the county 
executive committee, as herein required as well as such other matters as are 
required by this chapter and the general laws of Alabama, on ballots for the 
first primary election. At the second primary election no one can be a candi- 
date except the two persons who receive the highest number of votes for the 
offices for which they were candidates, in the first primary election. The 
returns from the second primary election shall be made and the votes canvas- 
sed, tabulated and certified and the results declared in the same manner 
herein provided for making, canvassing, tabulating, certifying and declaring 
the results of the first primary election. The county executive committee of 
the parties participating in said primary election shall meet at the court- 
house of their respective counties not later than Wednesday, next following 
the second primary election and receive said returns, canvass and tabulate 
the same by precinct, and publicly declare the results thereof, and the chair- 
man of cack county executive committee shall forthwith, and not later than 
that day noon, certify and return to the chairman of the state executive 
committee a statement and tabulation by precincts of the results of the 
second primary election and of the number of votes received by each candi- 
date for office therein voted for, except candidates for county office and not 
later than noon on the Friday next following the second primary election the 
state executive committee, or such subcommittee thereof as may have been 
appointed by the chairman thereof for such purpose, shall meet at the State 
Capitol in Montgomery and receive said returns and canvass and tabulate 
the same by counties, and publicly declare on that day the result thereof as to 
all candidates voted for, except as to candidates for county office which 
results shall be final, and at said respective meetings of said respective 
executive committees, said county executive committee shall, as to candi- 
dates for county office in the second primary election and said state executive 
committee shall, as to candidates for office in the second primary election 
voted for therein, except candidates for county office, publicly ascertain and 
determine the candidates receiving a majority of all ap the votes cast in such 
second primary election for any one office, and the candidates so ascertained 
and determined to have received a majority of all of the votes cast in such 
second primary election for said office shall be declared the nominee of the 
party for such office, by said respective county and state executive commit- 
tees, and thereupon, and immediately upon the completion of such canvass as 
aforesaid, the chairman thereof shall certify to and file with the judge of 
probate of his county the names of those who have been nominated in the first 
or the second primary election or as otherwise authorized or provided by this 
chapter, as candidates of his party for county offices, and in like manner, and 
immediately upon the completion of such canvass, as aforesaid by the state 
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executive committee, or subcommittee thereof, the chairman of the state 
executive committee shall certify to and file with the secretary of state the 
names of those who have been nominated in the first or second primary 
election or as otherwise authorized or provided by this chapter as candidates 
of his party for office, except candidates for county office, and the names of the 
persons so certified shall be placed, in accordance with Sections 40 and 47 

ereof, upon the official ballot of the general election to be held in November 
next thereafter as the candidates of the party for the offices for which they, 
respectively, have been so nominated. 


“Section 33. In the event either of the two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes in the first primary election, shall determine not to 
enter the second primary election, herein provided for, he shall, as soon as 
possible and not less more than ten three days after holding of the first 
primary election, certify his declination to enter such second primary elec- 
tion to the chairman of the state executive committee of his party, if the office 
is an office other than a county office, or to the chairman of the county 
executive committee of his party if the office is a county office, and upon the 
receipt of such notification the chairman of such committee shall declare the 
other candidate the nominee of the party for such office and certify his name 
as such nominee to the secretary of state or the probate judge, as the case may 
require, and a second primary election for the nomination of a candidate for 
that particular office shall not be held. 


“Section 40. All such meetings shall be held in a hall, room, or open 
place at or in the immediate vicinity of the voting place of the respective 
precinct or voting district and on the same date as that set for primary 
elections or within 90 days preceding such date. The general public is 
privileged to attend such meetings but not to participate. No less than five (5) 
days prior to the date upon which any such mass meeting, beat meeting or 
other meeting is to be held, notice of such meeting Indice the time and 
place of such meeting shall be filed with Judge of Probate of the County in 
which any such meeting is to be held and shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation in said county at the expense of the political party holding 
such meeting. The Probate Judge shall immediately forward to the Secretary 
of State a certified copy of all notices filed under this section.” 


Section 2. The following persons shall be entitled to have their names 
printed on the appropriate ballot for the general election, provided they are 
otherwise qualified for the office they seek: 


(a) All candidates who have been put in nomination by primary elec- 
tion and certified in writing by the chairman and secretary of the canvassing 
board of the party holding the primary and filed with the probate judge of the 
county in the case of a candidate for county office and the secretary of state in 
all other cases, on the day next following the last day for contesting the 
primary election for that office if no contest is filed. If a contest is filed, then 
the certificate for the contested office must be filed on the day next following 
the date of settlement or decision of the contest. 


(b) All candidates who have been put in nomination by any caucus, 
convention, mass meeting, or other assembly of any political party or faction 
and certified in writing by the chairman and secretary of the nominating 
caucus, convention, mass meeting or assembly and filed with the probate 
judge in case of a candidate for county office and the secretary of state in all 
other cases, on or before 5:00 p.m. on the day of the first primary election. 
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(c) Each candidate who has been requested to be an independent candi- 
date for a specified office by written petition signed by electors qualified to 
vote in the election to fill such office when such petition has been filed with 
the probate judge in the case of a county office and with the secretary of state 
in all other cases, on or before 5:00 p.m. on the day of the first primary 
election. The number of qualified electors signing such petition shall equal or 
exceed one percent of the total number of registered voters of (1) the county if 
the office is to be filled by vote of the electors of the entire county; (2) the state 
if the office is to be filled by vote of the electors of the entire state; or (3) the 
district if the office is to be filled by the electors of a district. 


The secretary of state must, not later than six days after the second 
primary, certify to the judge of probate of each county in the state in the case 
of an officer to be voted for by the electors of the whole state, and to the judges 
of probate of the counties composing the circuit or district in case of an officer 
to be voted for by the electors of a circuit or district, upon suitable blanks to be 
prepared by him for that purpose, the fact of nomination or independent 
candidacy of each such nominee or independent candidate who has qualified 
with him to appear on the general election ballot. The judge of probate shall 
then prepare the ballot causing to be printed thereon the names of each 
candidate qualified under the provisions of this section; provided, however, 
that the probate judge is prohibited from causing to be printed on the ballot 
the name of any independent candidate who was a candidate in the primary 
election of that year. 


Section 3. All nominations made by primary election may be contested 
within five days after the primary election, under the same conditions and on 
the same grounds as provided in the laws of Alabama for general elections of 
state and county officers, and as provided in this chapter. Such contest shall 
be heard and tried by the county executive committee as to candidates for all 
other offices; and whereever there is no county executive committee consist- 
ing of enough members to obtain a quorum, then by the state executive 
committee. 


Section 4. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Sections 145 and 373 are 
repealed. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

WHEREAS, no long-term solutions have been proposed to solve funding 
of the Unified Judicial System for future years and there now exists a need to 
make a comprehensive study and analysis of the funding of court services, 
including the organization and staffing required therefor, in order to ensure 
Se emicient and continuing operation of the said Unified Judicial System;

WHEREAS, the principal objects and purposes of the Unified Judicial 
System are (1) to bring about a uniformity in the jurisdiction of the trial 
courts of this state to facilitate an effective and efficient delivery of court 
services to the people of this state; (2) to facilitate the combination of local, 
diverse and uncoordinated court-related personnel responsibilities and pro- 
cedures to create effective managerial capability; and (8) to provide a system 
in which the administration of justice is made available more quickly and 
competently throughout the state, with appropriate recognition of fiscal 
responsibility; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, AS FOLLOWS: 


1, There is hereby created a Joint Interim Committee to study the 
Unified Judicial System, such committee to be composed of five (5) members 
from the House of Representatives and five (5) members from the Senate to be 
appointed by the presiding officer of the House of Representatives and the 
Senate pespectivel ; provided, however, that no more than three (3) of the 
committee members appointed from each house shall be practicing attorneys 
4 profession.

Unified Judicial System as compared to the cost of funding trial courts under 
the former trial court systems of this state in order to provide adequate and 
reasonable finances therefor; (c) study and analyze the concept and operation 
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of the Unified Judicial System as compared with former judicial systems of 
this state and as compared with operation of unified judicial systems of other 
states; (d) to study and analyze the best methods and means to budget and 
project future needs of the unified court system, including the modern and 
effective use of computers and data processing equipment and devices; (e) to 
study and analyze managerial concepts of the trial courts of the Unified 
Judicial System in order to make the most efficient use of funds appropriated 
by the legislature to finance the operation of the trial courts of this state; (f 
study and analyze the best and appropriate means and methods to collect and 
to make use of caseload and other statistical] data in the circuit, district and 
other trial courts of this state in order to make the maximum use of available 
judicial manpower; (g) and to undertake and study ways and means to ensure 
that the courts of this state shall be and remain open so that every person 
shall have a remedy by due process of law and justice be administered 
without denial or delay; and (h) to undertake and study any other matters 
relating to the Courts of Alabama, either directly or indirectly. 


3. The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, as the administrative head 
of the judicial system and the Administrative Director of Courts, together 
with their respective staffs, are hereby requested to cooperate with the 
committee and to make available such information and data and to make 
recommendations for consideration by the committee in connection with the 
work of the committee as herein authorized.

WHEREAS, it is estimated that the total cost of each such election would 
be in excess of $500,000.00; and 


WHEREAS, it is the duty of all branches of government to insure that all 
excessive and unnecessary expenditures be avoided; and 


WHEREAS, there exist these extraordinary and special circumstances 
which compel and demand the convening of the Legislature of Alabama in an 
extraordinary session as prescribed by Section 122 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 in the public interest and for the public good: 


NOW THEREFORE I, George C. Wallace as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government in 
Montgomery, Alabama, at 2:30 p. m. on Tuesday, June 28, 1977; and I do 
hereby designate the following specific subject and matter, which I as Gover- 
nor deem necessary to be considered and acted upon by the Legislature in 
extraordinary session assembled: 
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1. A joint resolution to change the date for holding the election on the 
amendments to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 proposed during the 
1977 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature from August 16, 1977, to 
September 13, 1977.

WHEREAS, Wernher von Braun, who became a citizen of his adopted 
United States, was for many years a resident of Alabama, having been sent 
by the Army to Redstone Arsenal in Huntsville where he first was assigned to 
build a long range missile capable of carrying nuclear weapons; he later was 
transferred to the National Aeronautics and Space Administration and be- 
came Director of NASA’s George C. Marshall Space Flight Center where his 
brainchild, the Saturn 5 rocket, was developed and built; and

were steadfastly fixed on the future. ..He had the mind of a scientist, the 
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hands of an engineer, the soul of a poet and the vision of a prophet”; he further

Gentlemen: 


The Alabama Legislature considered amendments to our unemployment 
compensation laws in the Regular Session and the Special Session of 1977 
and because of certain controversies surrounding one aspect of the bill the 
Legislature failed in the passage of the bill in both sessions. While it may be 
necessary to have a special session of the Legislature to again consider this 
legislation, before calling another special session and incurring the expense 
to the taxpayer relating to such a session, I want to be absolutely certain that 
these unemployment compensation matters could not be satisfactorily 
resolved in the Regular Session next January without any loss to Alabama 
employers in the way of increased Federal taxes and without jeopardy to the 
Unemployment Compensation Program itself because of failure to conform 
with Federal legislation. 


The Alabama Department of Industrial Relations has been informed by 
officials in the Unemployment Insurance Service of the U.S. Department of 
Labor during the tenure in office of a previous Secretary of Labor that certain 
actions must be taken this year. It is my belief, however, that the U. S. 
Secretary of Labor has considerable discretionary powers in these matters 
and I have written to the present Secretary setting out our position in detail, 
explaining the steps taken by the Legislature in 1975 toward maintaining 
the integrity of the Unemployment Trust Fund and asking that he advise me 
specifically as to exactly where Alabama will stand if she review proposed 
unemployment compensation legislation is not enacted until the Regular 
Session next year. I attach a copy of my letter of June 22, 1977, to the 
Honorable Ray Marshall, Secretary of Labor, for your information. 


It is clear that certain provisions of the Federal legislation will have to be 
made effective January 1, 1978, in Alabama law. The Department of Indus- 
trial Relations is requesting an opinion from the Attorney General as to 
whether we would be faced with any insurmountable constitutional difficul- 
ties if such provisions were made effective as of that date even though not 
enacted until some days or weeks subsequent thereto. 


If I find that it is absolutely necessary that these matters be disposed of 
this year, there will still be sufficient time for the Legislature to do so ina 
subsequent special session. However, until these questions are definitely and 
finally resolved, I do not think it would be the best course for the Legislature 
to take up unemployment compensation legislation at this time and incur the 
heavy additional cost that would entail. 


At such time as this matter is again presented to the Legislature, either 
in regular or special session, I will support an all inclusive bill.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 


Thank you for your letters of February 17, and May 13, 1977 relating to 
the provisions of Public Laws 94-45 and 95-19, having to do with the possible 
defferal of Federal action to recoup loan advances made to Alabama to enable 
us to continue payments to unemployed workers. 


Enclosed you will find documents presenting detailed data supporting 
our application for deferral and our estimates based upon our current law, 
including our 1975 amendments, and upon the proposed additional legisla- 
tion. Also enclosed are the amendments proposing the increase in tax rates 
and taxable wages which will further expedite restoration of fund solvencey. 


As we understand it, the thrust of the Federal legislation has been to 
require action to restore the solvency of the fund and insure repayment of 
advances within a reasonable time. We are aware of no legislative mandate 
nor any expression of legislative intent to preclude the use of employee tax as 
a part of these requirements. Because of the provision in our law assessing a 
tax of 0.5% against employees and our 1975 amendments expediting this tax 
on the first $4,200 paid during the last quarter of 1975, and increasing the 
taxable wage base on employees, effective for taxable years beginning with 
1976, we request that a combination of employee and employer rates be used 
to meet the requirement of 1% minimum tax rate. 


In the event a favorable ruling cannot be issued on such combination, we 
feel we will have met the alternate criteria contained in paragraph (f) (ii), 20 
CFR 601.5 because of the results obtained from our 1975 amendments as 
shown at Enclosure 4, and by partial repayment of $12.8 million, (the amount 
estimated to be equal to the additional Federal unemployment tax, which 
would be payable by all subject Alabama employers for taxable year 1977) to 
be made by November 10, 1977. It is estimated that as a result of actions 
already taken full repayment can be accomplished by November, 1979. 


Our further efforts toward accelerated recovery of our fund solvency and 
to amend our law to conform to the Unemployment Compensation Amend- 
ments of 1976 have included proposed legislation introduced as a single bill 
during both the regular session and a special session of our Legislature in 
1977. Members of your Unemployment Insurance Service staff have already 
been informed of our thus far unsuccessful attempts. The issue on which 
members of the Legislature disagreed and failed to reach a final vote was the 
option on between-terms denial of benefits to non-professional employees of 
primary and secondary schools rather than any of the fund solvency or 
extended coverage provisions. The members of the Legislature are aware of 
the importance of fund solvency, of deferral of recoupment of loan advances 
and of the absolute essentiality of conforming with the 1976 amendments. 
They are also aware that they must address themselves to, and resolve their 
differences on, the question of the between-terms benefits. I, therefore, am 
confident they will act responsibly and favorably when they meet next. 


If you cannot find it possible to grant the deferral on the basis of the 
action already taken as previously described, is there any way the deferral 
can be granted in the event the amendments as proposed are enacted in our 
1978 regular session either before or after January 31, 1978? 
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I had hoped to defer further action on these necessary unemployment 
Compensation Amendments until the next regular session of our State Legis- 
lature which convenes in early January 1978 and thus avoid the heavy 
expense of another special session this year. 


In the event I do find it necessary to consider calling a special session 
prior to November 10, I would appreciate a response at your earliest oppor- 
tunity. 


Your favorable consideration of this application is respectfully re- 
quested.
